STRANGE SERVICES. 
_FUNERAL OF IMBECILE LORD. 
{BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 
LONDON, July 19.—{Exclusive Dis- 
patch] The funeral services over 
the Earl of Arundel and Surrey, im- 
becile and only son of the Duke of 
Norfolk, were attended by all the 
Catholic nobility and were of remark- 
able character. All music was chosen 
for a spirit of gladness, and prayers 
for the dead were omitted. The en- 
tire service was the same as that used 
for those who die in infancy and in- 
nocence, although he was 24 years old. 
Throughout the life of the Earl, his 
father was the only relative he was 

ever able to recognize. 

The entire town of Arundel closed 
for the business day, and the people 
followed the procession through the 
streets to Fitzalan Chapel, where the 
coffin was laid on catafalque. Sixteen 
workmen on the Duke's estate carried 
the body, and the Mayor and Alder- 
men and all the children, the latter 
in white dresses and thite vells, fol- 
lowed. 

The Earidom of Arundel is singular 
in the British peerage, inasmuch fs it 
goes with the owner of Arundel Caa- 
tle, and if the Duke of Norfolk ‘sold 
the castle, the title would go to the 
purchaser. Although it is the most 
ancient in England, it becomes extinct 
and for the present generation is 
merged in the Duke of Norfolk's other 


title. 

The heir to the Dukedom is the 
Duke's brother, Edmund, who as 
sumed the surname of Talbot when 
he became heir to the vast Talbot es- 
tates. When he succeeds to the Duke- 
dom of Norfolk he will be the richest 
peer in England, not excepting the 
Duke of Westminster. Lord Edmund 
Talbot has several children, and this 
will insure continuance of succession 
to the title. ~

PACIFIC CABLE. 


CONTRACT FOR IT SIGNBD.

LONDON, July 19.—(By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.] The Commercial Pacific Cable 
Company signed a contract with the 
Telegraph Construction Company in 
London this week for the manufacture 
and laying of its cable from Honolulu 
to Manila, touching at Guam. The 
construction company guarantees to 
complete the cable by June, 1903, if fur- 
nished with the necessary soundings. 
In the event that these cannot be fur- 
nished the company agrees to finish the 
cable-laying within such time there- 
after as is necessary to take the 
soundings. 

Having two steamers capable of car- 
rying 6000 miles of cable, the company 
is able to complete within a year Vork 
which would take other contractors 
two years to do. The steamer Silver- 
ton, at Woolwich, is now loading the 
San Francisco-Honolulu cable, 2400 
miles, and is expected to sail for San 
Francisco in August. Eighteen hundred 
miles of this section have already been 
manufactured and are being te ken 
aboard the Silverton.

KINGSTOWN St. Vincent) July 19.— 
[By West Indian Cable.) Several 
shocks of earthquake were expérienced 
here yesterday. There was a terrific one 
at 9:45 o'clock in the morning. It was 
accompanied by a loud rumbling, ex- 
plosive sound like thunder. There was 
no loss of life, but a great panic pre- 
valled. The most severe shock lasted 
only ten seconds. Several bulldings 
were damaged. The shocks were prob- 
ably caused by subterranean gas or 
steam explosions. 

A few days ago it was reported that 
the saddle between the two craters of 
the Soufriere volcano had colla 
resulting in the fall of thousands of 
euble feet of sand and scores of rocks 
into the funnel, thus blocking the 
throat of, the crater, and it Is now as- 
serted that the gas and steam, failing 
to find an outlet by the throat or fun- 
nel, caused internal explosions and in- 
tense concussions.

INES AND MINING 
ON THE PACIFIC COAST.

A GOVERNMENT REPORT ON SOUTH 
AFRICAN MINES. 
— — 
The New Smelter of the Black Dia- 


Two Oil Processes for Smelting With 
Crude Oil. 


“Commercial Africa in 1901” is the 
designation of an interesting brochure 
recently issued from the Bureau of 
Statistics of the Treasury Depart- 
ment, Washington. The map that ac- 
companies the brochure is particularly 
valuable, as it shows all the political 
divisions and commercial foutes of the 
entire continent. The following is 
from the chapter devoted to mining in- 
terests: 

“That the gold and diamond mines 
of South Africa have been and still 
are wonderfully profitable is beyond 
question. The Kimberly diamond mines 
about six hundred miles from Cape 
Town, now supply 98 per cent. of the 
diamonds of commerce, although their 
existence was unknown prior to 186i, 
and the mines have thus been in opera- 
tion but about thirty years. It is es- 
timated that $350,000,000 worth of rough 
diamonds, worth double that sum after 
cutting, have been produced from the 
Kimberley mines since their opening in 
1868-69, and this enormous production 
would have been greatly increased but 
for the fact that the owners of the 
various mines in this vicinity: formed 
an agreement by which the annual out- 
put was so limited as to meet, but not 
materially exceed the annual consump- 
tion of the world’s diamond markets. 
So plentiful is the supply and so com- 
paratively inexpensive, the work of 
production, that diamond digging in 
other parts of the world has almost 
ceased since the South Afri¢tan mines 
entered the field, and the result is, as 
stated above, that they now supply 
over 98 per cent. of the diamonds of 
commerce. 

“Equally wonderful and promising 
are the great Witwatersrand gold 
fields of South Africa, better known as 
the Johannesburg mines. The Dutch 
word, ‘Witwatersrand’ means literally 
“White Water Range, and the strip 
of territory a few hundred miles long 
and a few miles in width to which it 
is applied was but a few years ago con- 
sidered a nearly worthless ridge, use- 
ful oniy for the pasturage of cattle 
and sheep, and for even this compara- 
tively valueless. In 1883 gold was dis- 
covered, and in 1884 the value of the 

ld production was about $50,000. It 
nereased with startling rapidity. the 
production of 1888 being about $5,000,000: 
that of 1890, $10,000,000; of 1892. over 
$20,000,000; of 1895, over $49,000,000, and 
of 1897 and 1898 about $55,000,000. Work 
in these mines has been practically sus- 
pended during the war in that section 
during the past two years. This won- 
derful development attracted great at- 
tention to South Africa, and drew 
thither thousands of people in the hope 
of realizing quick fortunes.. Develop- 
ment, however, showed that the mines 
could only be successfully worked by 
the use of costly machinery, and while 
they havé been extremely productive 
where machine has been used, they 
are not of such a character as to make 
hand of placer mining profitable, as 
was the case in California. ; 

“The gold production in the ‘Rand’

FRANK B. KING ENDS HIS LIFE IN 
PUBLIC PARK. 

— 
Prominent Citizen and Succerstul 
Merchant, Despondent Over Sickness, 
Cuts His Throat to End it All— 
Public-spirited Man. 


POMONA, July 19.—The most an f 
shocking tragedy that has sti this 
city in years was enacted today, when 
Frank B. King, a prominent merchant, 
president of the large King. Steffa 
Company department store, and 2 
widely-known citizen, in a sudden fit 
of temporary insanity, induced by de- 
spondency over continue’ ill-health. 
took his life at Ganesha park. . 

Mr. King had lately been an intesse 
sufferer from neurasthenia, insomnia 
and dyspepsia, the result of overwork 
and too close application to business. 
Upon advice of his physicians eariy in 
the spring he took a six weeks’ vaca- 
tion trip to the northern part of the 
State, and had recently returned from 
Bear Valley, where he had gone to re- 
cuperate. Although his improvement 
had not been satisfactory, and despite 
the earnest solicitation of his wife and 
the warnings of his business associates 
and friends, he had been attending to 
business at the department store dur- 
ing the past week. 

He rode away from his home on Holt 
avenue about 8 o'clock this morning. 
on his daughter's bicycle, after chat- 
ting pleasantly with a neighbor who 
was calling, and bidding his wife good- 
bye, presumably to go to the store. The 
first inkling that Mrs. King had 
that all might not be well with 
her husband was when he falled 
to appear for luncheon at the usual 
hour. Becoming anxious, she tele 
phoned to the store. Upon learning 
that Mr. King had not been seen there 
during the forenoon, her anxiety waxed 
to grave alarm. About 1 o'clock noth- 
ing having been heard from the miss- 
ing man, G. A. Steffa, 8. D. Moies, E. 
Steffa, W. H. Poston, J. Albert Dole, 
J. 8. Warren and Constable Gilbert

HE RETIRES ON MONDAY.

R. Brooke, who will reach the age 
t of 64 years on Monday, tne 2ist.

Gen. Brooke is the only officer on the 
active list of the army, who reached 
the grade of brigadter-gener ei during 
the Civil War. He had 1 distinguished 
military record during hat war, en- 
tering as a volunteer captain. lie was 
made a leutenant-colonel in the regu- 
lar army at the time of the r-orgen- 
ization in 1866, and had been a:lvanced 
in regular order to be major-reneral. 
Efforts were made by his friende dur- 
ing the last session of Corgress to 
have a bill passed allowing him to re- 
tire with the rank wf lleutenant gen- 
eral, but the bill failed. 

Gen. Brooke became a majo 
@ year before the war with S8Srein. 
When hostilities began he vas ordered 
to command the r2idezvons camp 
at Chickamauga. Ife went oa the ex- 
pedition to Porto Rico, and after the 
police protocol was signed ne was made 
chairman of the evacuation comrmis- 
sion in Cuba. He was then desig- 
nated Governor-General wf Cul, hold- 
ing the position until relieved by Gen. 
Wood. Since that time Gen, Brooke 
has been in command of the Derert- 
ment of the East, with headquartcrs at 
Governor's Island.

HYDROSCOPES FOR ANGLERS. 

Some Interesting and Humorous Fish 

Traits Revealed by an Inspection of 

Them Under Water. 

[Knowlton (Que.) Correspondence of 
New York Sun:! A useful implement 
in a fisherman's kit is a hydroscope. 
There are very few anglers probably 
who, as they have waited with more or 
leas patience for the fish to bite, have 
not longed to get a peep into the 
water just to see if there were any 
ash about or not. 

Bass especially congregate in cer- 
tain localities, where the food supply 
is good, and there are rocks to play 
around, and as a rule remain there 
all day long. It is an immense con- 
venience, therefore, for the bass fish- 
erman to be able to look down into 
the water and survey the prospect. 

A simple means of surveying the 
bottom of the lake has been success- 
fully tried here. A pall with the bot- 
tom knocked out, or a narrow box, 
open at both ends, or furnished with 
a stout pane of glass at the end in 
the water, has been found to answer 


fairly well.

Altogether the Lawson is about the 
most modern proposition, bar none, 
that has ever slipped into the Seven 
Seas. Nominally she is not so big as 
the great five-masted ship Preussen, 
which was launched a month or so ago 
at Geestemuende, Germany. for a 
Hamburg firm; but apparently she is 
capable of carrying more coal, for in- 
stance—and coal is what she is meant 
to carry, and carrying capacity is more 
important than length or beam or 
depth of hold. Her net register ton- 
nage—to give a guess before she is 
registered—should be rising 5600 tons, 
as against the next largest schooner 
afloat, the six-masted wooden Percy, 
with 3400.

It was as late as 
1882 that the schooner rose to over a 
thousand tons register, when the Ei- 
cott B. Church, 1137 tons, was built in 
Maine with four masts. The year 1884 
saw the schooner’s capacity rise to 
1300 tons; 1887, to 1600 tons: 1897, 2009: 
1900, 3000 tons, and last week to 5600. 
The first five-master was the Gov. 
Ames, in 1888; the six-masted Wells, 
followed the next year by her rival, 
the Percy, was built in 1900. 

These are bare statistics but it they 
are any indication of the future there 
is no telling when the schooner win 
stop, except, as has been mentioned be- 
fore, that her size must always be 
governed, if by nothing else, by the 
depth of the coastwise harbors which 
she wishes to enter. Probably the 
Wells and Percy are the last very 
large wooden schooners. The special 
advantages of steel are numerous. The 
cost Is perhaps a third more over wood, 
but in stability, in economy of repairs 
and especially in cargo capacity, every- 
thing is in favor of steel. The big six- 
masters, for example, had to be braced 
from stem to stern by an enormous 
backbone or keelson of wood, which 
took up valuable cargo room. Even 
then, in a stiff sea, one could stand at 
one end of them and see them give 
under the strain of the wind and 
water. It is probable that owners like 
Capt. Crowley will use steel more and 
more hereafter.

SEAT IN CONGRESS. 


Practical View of 


the Value of the Title 


of Senator or Representative—Over 800 
Men Will Struggle for the Honors.

ASHINGTON, July 4.—This

Over 800 men will contest for 286 
seats in the House of Representatives, 
which, owing to the reapportionment 
act, will, during the Fitty-eiguth Con- 
gress, contain twenty-nine more mem- 


bers than sat in the present Fifty- 
seventh Many of the thirty Sena- 
tors, who must be either newly 


elected oF reslected to the next Con- 
gress, have already been selected by 
their State Legislatures. However,

OFFICIAL ALLOWANCES. 

A Senator or Representative profits in 
official allowances directly in propor- 
tion to the distance from Washington 
at which he lives—generally speaking. 
At the beginning and end of each ges- 
sion Senator Doe draws from the treas- 
ury 5 cents per mile of the distance be- 
tween his home town and Washington. 
This is given to pay his railroad fare. 
Of course he uses a pass, and this al- 
lowance is saved. If he lives on the 
Pacific Coast, it amounts to $320 a 
year, about; if in Baltimore, $2 a year. 

Then there is an allowance of $125 a 
year for stationery, which can be com- 
muted and taken out in cash. Senator 
Doe can do this and forage for paper 
and envelopes in the committee- rooms. 
or purchase cheap stationery in the de- 
partment stores. Or, if he chose to 
deal with the etationery room of the 
Senate, he may draw out his $125 worth 
of cutlery, card cases, pocketbooks, etc., 
which are kept therein and retailed to 
Senators at cost price. 

About $225 worth of garden seeds are 
given to each Senator and Representa- | 
tive each spring. If Senator Doe chose 
to be unscrupulous, he might sell them 
and thus cheat his constituents out of 
their rightful allowance. Some time 
ago a member of Congress sold his 
quota of seeds to the agent who had 
the contract for supplying the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture. The price realized 
was $75. In addition to seeds, each 
member receives, gratis, choice flowers 
and cuttings free from the govern- 
ment's botanical gardens. us, if 
Mrs. Doe wishes to decorate her parlors 
for an afternoon tea or evening recep- 
tion, a little aggressiveness on the mart 
of the Senator will save her florist pill. 
He will be allowed to have a certain 
amount of books bound free at the 
government bindery, and thus he can 
keep the family library in good repair. 
When he travels he will receive, grat

FREE IATERATURE. 

Arether frequent source of revenue 
is the quota of free documents, scien- 
tifle publications and charts allowed 
each member of Congress, In Washing- 
ington there are firms which thrive 
upon a brokerage in such literature, 
which is stored away until out of print, 
and then sold at a handsome profit. 
Uncle Sam is the

lisher millions, had he the cop ht. 
For instance, there is a work on the 
diseases of the horse. Although its 
distribution ts limited to Congressmen, 
the second-hand book dealers are ask- 
ing fabulous prices for it, and have a 
goodly stock on hand. It must be said 
to the credit of the usual member who 
sells his quotas of agricultural perquis- 
ites that he halls from a non-agricul- 
tural district. 

Add $1200 more a year to the salary 
and allowances enumerated. This aum 
is given to each member for clerk hire.

Nothing induces sleep more quickly than 
Physical exhaustion. The woman who 


has bicycled for miles will sleep sound- 


ly; the girl who has walked ten miles 
will drop off like a log and not stir until 
morning; the woman who has put in a 
day in the garden, or has been engaged 
in vigorous indoor work with the win- 
dows open, will sleep as though she had 
been drugged. Yet none of these have had 
recourse to narcotics of any kind. 

But it is the woman who stays in doors, 
who does fancy work, who puzzles her 
brain over household problems, and who 
is not physically tired when she goes to 
bed. she it is who stays awake. The 
woman who worriés never sleeps well. 
She cannot sleep because her brain will 
not let her sleep. There is a belief that, 


* if you give the stomach something to do, 


the brain will not trouble you. Rise in the 
night. if you are wakeful, and eat a 
cracker and nine times out of ten you 
will nie down and go to sleep. ” 

There is a system advocated for getting 
to sleep which is working weil with the 
crowned heads of Europe. it was discov- 
ered or invented by Bismarcks physician, 
and has been tried by the German Em- 
peror and others with much success. This 
system advocates that, when going to 
bed, you lie upon your left side. Thus 
the weight of the body and of the heavy 
internal organs is thrown upon the heart. 
The heart, burdened by the weight upon 
it, beats more slowly, and this slowing 
up of the forces of the body quiets the 
nerves and brings on sleep. 

As soon as you feel drowsy, which 
should be in about ten minutes, you are 
to turn over and to sleep upon your right

The physician, on inquiring into the 
habits of this woman, found that she was 
in the habit of taking a nap every after- 
neon for two hours, and that she retired 
at u. Of course, she became slept out 
and the result was insomnia. He advised 
her to stop her naps, which she did, 
with the result that she slept well all 
night. 

But a great many people who do not 
take naps in the daytime suffer from in- 
somnia. And for them there must be a 
remedy. The establishment of a syste 
of exercise at night, before going to 5 
will prove beneficial. 

In exercising remember that the ob- 
ject is to bring on weariness Put on a 
warm kimono and stand up in front of 
your mirror. Stretch your arms above 
your head and lower them, and repeat 
thie exercise for fifteen minutes. If you 
have taken a warm bath you should keep 
the windows down or should keep out of 
a draught. But if you have not been 
heated in this way you may teke your 
exercise with the windows open, so as to 
fill) your lungs with fresh air. Practice 
until you are worn out, the more the bet- 
ter, and when you crawl into bed let it be 
with a feeling of thankfulness that at 
least can rest. Nothing but bodily 
fatigue will relieve the overwrought ner- 
vous state of the system, which will not 
allow repose. 

Dancing. jumping and body bending will 
induce sleep. but not as quickly as will 
the moving of the arms, for this seems 
to bring a fatigue of the muscles and a 
curtously drowsy sensation which is not 
found in the vigorous movements.

and beetles are marked by the most 


magnificent colorings known to ento- 
mology. The aborigines utlized the 
beeties for decorative purposes, and 
their Spanish conquerors adopted the 
beautiful ornaments. The favorite 
beetles are of three classes. 

One is about the samie shape and 
size as the Egyptian scarab, though 4 
trifle flatter and very much stronger. 
It is coated with a green enamel of 
metallic luster, which looks like a gem 
from some other planet. The Ifdians 
cure the beetle by dry and smoking, 
and mount it with golden legs. This 
is set upon a disc of white stone, 
carnelian,, milk quartz, or even por- 
ctlain, which, in turn, is rimmed with 
gold. This is employed as a brooch. 
cuff button or breastpin. Sometimes 
the beetle is mounted on a thin plate 
= gold or silver, and is used as an ¢ar- 

ng. 

The second class of beetles are of the 
game general outline as the tumble 
bug, but their wing cases are of rich, 
changeable purple, blue and green, 
with metallic luster. The tint varies 
with the angle at which the light 
strikes the surface. They are not as 
strong as the scarab, and are employed 
for making necklaces and bracelers. 
Three or four are fastened together 80

LEADER OF LYRISTS. 

Puttirg aside the question of form ain 
translation, there can be no doubt that 
probably the oldest book of the errip- 
tures, Job, is the greatest plece of lit- 
erature in the Bible. The Canticle of 
Canticles, that rapturous outburst of 
the poet Solomon, applied by Christian- 
ity to the praise of divine love, con- 
tained suggestions of rich and fervent 
beauty enough to make hundreds of 
fine lyrists in our modern times. 

“I am the flower of the field and the 
lily of the valley.“ sings the sa 
poet through the fragrance of the soft 
spring night. “I am the rose of Sha- 
ron and the lily of the valiey. 

“As the lily among thorns, 80 la my 

e among the daughters. 

“As the apple tree among the trees 
of the woods, so is my beloved among 
the sons.“ 

But who can translate the song of 
Solomon adequately? <A Schubert or a 
Schuman may give its feeling in mu- 
sic when poor, limited words fall. Sol- 
omon is at the head of all the iyrists 
of love. Theocritus and Horace and 
Petrach and Shelley and Tennyson are 
immeasurably behind him. As the 
songs of David are deeper and sweeter 
than the Canticles of mon, sa are 
his deeper and sweeter than those of 
all other lyrists. 

THE “POEM OF PQFMS.” 

To return to the epic of Job, from 
whose influence no man of feeling and 
taste has ever been able to make him- 
self free. It permeates the noblest of 
all German poems, Faust. Goethe, tre- 
mendous in amagination, could tnvent 
no keynote to that superb conception. 
He borrowed, bold and unashamed, 
from Job, and he did well. He be 
rowed, as all men of genius, taking 
their own wherever they ind it, from 
men of greater genius 

“It has p God,” days Dr. 
George H. Gilbert, “to send His truth 
to us by way of humand minds and 
hearta, permitting the lights and shad- 
owas of earthly experience to mingle 
with the radiance from His throne.” 
And he further very reverently calls 
attention to the surprising beauty of 
the human elements of the Book of 
Job. “There is little danger,” he says, 
“that by so doing the divine teaching 
should receive less honor and decome 
less clear; on the contrary, such at- 
tention would in the main lead to a 
more appreciative estimate of the 
heavenly message. It does not detract 
from the beauty of the rainbow to 
know that it did not come down out of 
the skies perfect and complete, but that 
only the wonderful light came down, 
and found in our earthly atmosphere 
the lenses which could make its hid- 
den riches visible to our morta! eyes. 
It is still God's bow, though it should 
be arched through human tears.” 

In writing these words, Dr) Gilbert 
was concerned principally with the poe- 
try of Job—the grandest yet the most 
human poetry ever written. It pierces 
the soul with its pathos; it uplifts and 
strengthens the heart through its sub- 
lime trust in the living God. Isalas 
and the A lypse are more splendid, 
more terrible and mystic: but they are 
without the human Interest that makes 
Job the biblical poem of poems. A 
thousand men read the “inferno” of 
Dante, a hundred read the “Purgato- 
rio,” and fifty the “Paradiso.” In pure 
piettry and great phil hy, the “Par- 
adiso” is the greatest of the three 
but the interest of suffering, of human 
emotion, of human passion, of the va- 
ried changes of the individual under 
stress, is absent in the “Paradiso,” as 
it is in the Apocalypse. What St. John 
saw at Patmos may still be seen in the 
light of the sunset, {f one is a poet, 
but not seen under the same inspiration 
or In the same grandiose perspective. 
Patmos itself, to the eyes of the trav- 
eler, is the Patmos of the mystical 
apostie and prophet of Revelation: the 
rocks and the flgures in the clouds that 
John used, as a poet of imagination

Santa Monica renders it pecullariy free 
from danger. The beach, instead of 
gradually, gets fairly 
deep a short distance, and thus 
he bathers within a short 
radius, where it is very easy to go to 
their assistance. In a surf of this kind 
the best succor can be given by a man 
with a rope light enough to be easily 
carried, and strong enough to pull sev- 
eral ashore. Such a rope on a 
suitable ree! is kept always handy. The 
boat is there to launch in case some ex- 
pert swimmer who has ventured far 
out should become exhausted, but 
otherwise it would probably never be 


needed. 

Bo much for the precautions against 
accidents. If, in spite of all these 
things, an accident should occur, the 
establishment is equipped with an 
emergency hospital room with all sorts 
of appliances for first aid to the in- 
jured and for the resuscitatian of part- 


ly-drowned ns. This hospital room

think if while he was standing with 
his family at the corner of a crowded 
street waiting for a crowded car some 
one told him that while it cost only 
20 cents to take four people home in a 
car, it would cost only 10 cents more 
to take them all home in a cab? 

America is rapidly becoming the 
cheapest country in the world for ev- 
erything except cabs. The necessaries 
of life are cheaper in the United 
States than anywhere in Eu the 
luxuries are about the same ery- 
where, and the amusements are both 
cheaper and better in New York than 
in any other city in the world, but 
the cabs are the dearest on earth. 

To take a cab as an alternative to 
waiting for a street car is something 
that would not occur to one man in « 
thousand, even among people of inde- 
pendent fortune. It costs more to take 
one man and his baggage from Brook- 
lyn to Hoboken in a cab than it costs 
to take the same man from Hoboken 
to Harrisbu in a train. As a dis- 
tinguished oreigner recently te- 
marked: 

“Your American railways are cheap 
enough, but it cost so much te get 
to the station.” 

The number and cheapness of the 
cabs in Burope are one of the first 
things to attract the attention of the 
tourist. In all the principal cities there 
are two kinds; one intended simply 
for quick and convenient movement 
from place to place; the other for trav- 
elers accompanied by baggage. 
may be several varieties of each 
class, but the distinction always re- 


mains, 

London is full of hansom cabs, al! 
neat and clean and drawn by good 
horses. But the tourists’ first experi- 
ment is usually with the stuffy little 
four-wheeler, and his first ex 
lies in the discovery that every piece 
of baggage which he has allowed to 
be placed outside, although it could 
just as well have gone inside, costs 
him 4 cents extra. 

The first time a stranger in London 

takes a cab it is almost certain that 
he will pay 80 per cent. more for it 
than the legal fare, simply because he 
does not w the distances or the 
regulations. old story of the man 
who was driven three miles to get 
around the corner is only too true. 
It ise a notorious fact that respectable 
women, are d to take hansom cabs 
because of the inevitable unpleasant- 
ness of the dispute with the cabman 
about the fare. Every cabman over- 
charges if he possibly can. 

The one country that has solved the 
cab question is Germany. In France 
you are all right while you stick to 
the flacre and do not go beyond the 
limits or stop on the eae. but in

The visitor to Berlin with baggage 
will probably have his first experi- 
ence with an exact duplicate of the 
London four-wheeler, which passes un- 
der the name of a Gepack drosky, or 

cab, capable of carrying 
things on the roof. 

If he has no heavy baggage there are 
three classes of cabs to choose from: 
The first-class drosky, which ia like a 
New York hack, with side doors and 
folding leather top, but only one horse; 
the second-class drosky, a smaller. 
dirtier vehicle, with a very poor horse; 
the taxometer drosky, so named be- 
cause of the machine which it carries 
for measuring fares. The taxometer is 
a duplicate of the French flacre in ap- 
pearance, with no s+le doors, a top over 
the back only, a large seat behind and 
a small folding ledge in front. 

These three classes of vehicles can 
be distinguished by a glance at the 
drivers’ hats. The first-class drosky 
drivers wear black enameled plug hats 
with a siiver band. second class 
have the same hats, but very faded 
looking, with gold bands. The taxo- 
meters all wear white enameled plug 
hats with black bands. 

The little machine from which the 
taxometer cabs take their name can do 
everything but think. It is a combina- 
of cyc er, adding machine, time- 
keeper and lightning calculator. 

The machines are oe oy on the seat 
to the right of the driver and present 
to the traveler a round dial, about a 
foot in diameter, on which appear va- 
rious sets of figures which peep through 
little round holes. The largest figures 
are for the class of tax to be collected. 

First a figure 1. in red, is for 
one or © persons. class, fig- 
ure 2, in blue, is for three or more per- 
sons. re 3, in black, is for outside 
the city limits or after midnight. A 
full explanation of what all the res 
mean is printed underneath. ren 
do not count.

How much it multiplies fore it 
reaches the ler res on the face 


of the taxometer depends on which of 
the larger figures, 1, 2, 3, has been set 
by the driver. 

The smaller figures show the amount 
of money that is to be paid. Every- 
thing begins at 50 pf or 12 cents, 
which is the smallest charge for any 
distance. How far you can travel for 
this 12 centa depends on the tax num- 
ber set by the large figures, and the 
50 pfennigs will not advance to 6 un. 
— initial distance has been cov- 


ered. 

For rat tax this distance is about 
1100 yards; for second tax about three- 
quarters ag far, and for third tax a 
little more than half. As soon as this 
initial distance has been covered, the 
taxometer begins to advance, 10 pfen- 
nigs at a time, for every additional 500 
yards for first tax, and for shorter dis- 
— in proportion for the other 


es. 
As long as you drive, this cash reg- 
ister ig continually before you, and 
you can tell at any moment how much 
you have spent up to that time. If 
you stop during a journey, to make a 
Abr ea in a shop, for instance, the 
lockwork part of the taxometer goes 
on and charges you so much a minute 
vou pass on e city um

taxometer charges so much for each 
them, on a separate dial, and presents 


nces, you never

There can be no disputes about the 
rate of fare, or the distance, or the 
time. Tou see to it that the proper 
tax number is set when you get in, 
and what you have to pay when vou 
get out is a mathematical certainty. 

droskies stand on side streets 
or drive slowly along looking tor 
trade. When a drosky is disen a 
littie red sign with the word “Frei” 
on it, announces the fact, and the po- 
sition of this sign disconnects the taxo- 
meter from the cyclor-eter on the hub 
of the the wheel, so that in a drosky 
running round in search of fares the 
taxometer does not register, and must 
be at sero. 

The moment you step into the vehicle 
this little red sign is pushed down out 
of sight, and the tax figure is set ac- 
cording to the number of people get- 
ting into the vehicle. The same motion 


that sets the figure starts the clockwork - 


that registers stoppages. 

You may be certaih that you will 
get your full distance for the first 50 
pfennigs from the place where the lit- 
tle red Frei“ sign is pushed down. 
When vou stop to go into a shop and 
leave the drosky empty, a little green 
sign is pulled up, which notifies the 
general public that the vehicle is en- 
gaged. The moment the little red sign 
is pulled up again, the whole mechan- 
ism goes back to sero. 

These taxometer cabs are in use in 
all the principal cities of Germany, ex- 


cept Hanover. In Hanover, cabs are 
so cheap that the taxometer rates 
would be an extortion. 


as 
Cabs are about the only cheap things 
there, however. Hanover ils otherwise 
a very expensive town to live in. 

They tried the taxometer on the han- 
som cabs in London, but the drivers 
would not have it, because it cut down 
their earnings at least 30 per cent., al- 
though the taxometers were adjusted 
for the exact legal fare for the distance 
as it stands on the statute books today. 
The objection to the taxometer is that 
it tells the traveler when he is being 
robbed. 

There are about 20,000 cabs in London. 
and they earn an average of $% a day 
in times. Figure this up, and you 
will find that Londoners are constantly 
robbed of about $12,000,000 a 1

In Russia the drosky is the common 
vehicle, but they have no taxometers. 
There is supposed to be a legal fare for 
certain distances, but the method of 
settling what you will have to pay at

You step out of your hotel intending 
to take a drosky to the Winter Palace, 


or give any sign of needing one. 
will not go three steps before a drosky 
will range alongside and ask your des- 
tination. You tell him, and he says 
sixty kopecks.

& May people gave in and the English monopoly was 


still carried on under the two names of “Bryant 
May” and “The Diamond Match Company.” It is 
nominally English, but it is really American. 
How the Yankees Make Matches for Eng land. 

I went out to Seaforth this morning to learn how the 
Yankees make matches for the English markets. There 
is a street car, run by the city, which for a fare of four 
cents takes you the four miles from Liverpool to the 
factory. I had a seat on the top and could see some- 
thing of the business of Liverpool as I rode. We passed 
through miles of warehouses, by teams of great Shire 
horses hauling loads from five to ten tons through long 
streets of two-story buildings, the homes of the work- 
inemen, by residences of the better classes, and on out 
into the country. There were factories here and there 
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the city as we rode out of it. I alighted at the wrong 
end of the factory and walked almost a mile in going 
about the walls which surround the grounds before I 
reached the office. I presented myself as an American 
newspaper correspondent, and upon my assuring the 
manager that I was not in the match business, I was 
éhown over the works. 

American Machinery. 

Nearly every bit of the machinery in the factory is 
American. The engines were made by the Buckeye En- 
gine Company of Salem, O., and the dynamos by the 
Electrical Manufacturing Company of Akron. The boil- 
ers came from Chicago and the match machines were 
put up by men from Barberton. 

But I can give you a better idea of the factory by 
describing my trip over it. I was taken first to the top, 
where we found hundreds of girls seated high above the 
ground, about revolving tables, putting the covers on 
match boxes filled by machinery. The girls looked 
healthy and well dressed, and in these respects they are 
superior to the average factory girls of this country. 
They are far better treated, and the effect is shown in 
their general appearance. The shops a4 well lighted 
and ventilated. Dining-rooms are provided for the em- 
ployés, and the American capitalists give them three 
meals a day gratis. They get a cup of hot tea and a 
biscuit in the morning, a bow! of hot soup at noon and 
at 4 p.m. they are again served with tea and biscuit. 
There are large kitchens in the basement and the pro- 
visions supplied by the managers are pieced out with 
the food the employés bring with them from home, or 
they can buy their meals at cost price. A good dinner 
is served for 6 cents and single dishes for one or two 
cents. The result is that the factory is a most desirable 
place of employment. There is more than enough good 
labor always on hand, and the best workmen are secured. 

The effect of the treatment has been a surprise to 
other employers of labor about Liverpool, and several 
of the large English factories are adopting similar 
methods. 


About Matches not Made in Heaven. 


But come with me and take a look at the factory. 
I have called it a Yankee institution, and so it is in its 
machinery and in the money that runs it, The most of 
the employés are English and the matches are sold all 
over England under the advertisement “Made by Brit- 
ish Labor.” It is at the top of the great building that 
the most of the matches are made. The room cov- 
ers more than an acre, and there are sixteen machines 
in it which take the blocks of cork pine from the United 
States or Canada and cut them into matches. They dip 
the end of each match in paraffin, coat it with the sul- 
phur and phosphorus which makes the fire and then 
dry it. The machine is automatic, and it packs the 
matches into boxes and delivers them on the round re- 
volving tables where girls sit and put the covers on. 
In the whole process the girls’ hands are not in contact 
with the matches until they are dry, and they are, 
therefore, in no danger from the contact. 

It is wonderful how fast the machines go and what 
an enormous amount of work they do. Each machine 
cuts forty-eight matches at a stroke and the larger ones 
make 230 strokes a minute, As the matches are cut they 
are automatically stuck in a flexible cast-iron band, 
from which they project like bristles. This band trav- 
els over wheel after wheel, dipping the matches and car- 
rying them by ventilating machines until they are dry 
and ready to pack. The machines are absolutely re- 
liable; they will not handle broken matches, and the 
dust and the breakages drop out and are carried down 
into the furnaces under the boilers. It takes about 
twelve hands to work one of these machines, and each 
machine will turn out more than 4,000,000 matches in 
ten hours. 


Making Wax Tapers. 


Leaving this department, I went into the rooms where 
wax tapers and paper matches arg manufactured. The 
paper lights are made of cardboard, being put into a 
machine which prints an advertisement on each match 
and cuts it to the proper length. Other machines dip 
the matches and dry them. They also put on the safety 
beads and arrange them in boxes. 

Wax matches have a basis of fine cotton. The start 
is with the thread, which is twisted and drawn through 
a bath of heated paraffin wax, and then through a 
die containing a number of holes. When the paraffin 
toat has been put on the threads look like white wires 
of about the thickness of a match. They are wound on 
big drums and the rest of the process is much like the 
making of the wooden matches above described. 

In other rooms the boxes are made by box-making 
machinery, being turned ovt by the millions a day. 
The boxes are of all shapes and sizes. The greatest 
number are of pasteboard and paper, many of brass and 
tin, and not a few of wood. Some of the strawboard 
box machines will turn out seventy boxes a minute. 

The total output of the factory runs into hundreds of 
millions of matches a day, and it is enough to keep these 
48.000.000 people in lights and to furnish an enormous 
product for export to the continent, the colonies and 
other parts of the world. The company is, I am told, 
paying good dividends and its business is steadily in- 
creasing. 


Other American Piants. 


I find that the Americans are doing a great deal in 
many limes in Liverpool. They handle much of the 
cotton business, they have established a steam laundry 
which is making money and they have recently got a 
contract to electrically equip the Mersey Railway, which 
runs through the tunnel under the river from Liverpool 
to Birkenhead. This road is now operated by steam and 


it gives about as disagreeable a ride as you can find any- 
where. The tunnel is badly lighted and poorly venti- 
lated, the cars are of the English pattern and are filled 
with smoke during the journey. The British Westing-

United States, as the new Westinghouse shops have but 
lately begun working. 

There is also an American cold storage plant here, and 
the Diamond Rubber Company has erected factories to 
supply rubber to Great Britain. Americans are also in- 
terested in a mono-rail road from Liverpool to Man- 
chester. The distance is about thirty-five miles, and 
the trains will be expected to cover it in twenty min- 
utes. If they do the traffic will be enormous. Man- 
chester, with its sister city of Salford, has 765,000 popu- 
lation, and Liverpool 685,000. At present there are three 
steam railroads, which cover the distance in forty-five 
minutes. The new road will be run at intervals of ten 
minutes and its speed will be 110 miles an hour. The 
system used is known as the Behr system, electricity be- 
ing the motive power. It is really a five-rail line, two 
rails being carried on each side of an A frame and 
one on the top. The right to build the railway has al- 
ready been secured from Parliament, and it is believed 
that the road can be successfully operated. I under- 
stand that Cleveland parties are interested in it. If it is 
A success it will lead to the construction of mono-rail 
roads, not only all over the United Kingdom, but all 
over the world. 


English Troubles of American Builders. 


I have already written of some of the troubles of our 
railway builders in England. The men who are put- 
ting up the different factories have troubles as well. One 
was complaining to me yesterday about the difficulties 
he has had in getting good work out of English labor- 
ers. Said he: 

“I don’t like the hours, nor the breaks in the work- 
ing day that we have here. The English hand begins 
labor without his breakfast. He brings his meals with 
him, and it is the usual thing fot him to work about 
two hours before he knocks off for breakfast. My men 
first came at 7 and dawdled over their work until half 
past 8, when they stopped to eat. After breakfast it 
took about half an hour to get into shape to do their 
best work, and the result was that the morning was 
practically spoiled. I called them together one evening 
a few days ago and told them that they must get their 
breakfast before they left home. I said they had bet- 
ter come a half hour later and bring their breakfasts in- 
side them. There were some objections, but upon my 
telling them that they must do this or stop work they 
stayed. 

“Another trouble is the holidays,” this man contin- 
ued; “you only get half a day on Saturday, and as many 
of the men drink, you often find. your force short on 
Monday. At Easter and Whitsuntide the whole coun- 
try stops for a week to loaf and play, and there are 
other holidays. I have also had considerable trouble 
to get full work out of my men. The masons will not 
lay more than 450 bricks a day without you push them. 
and it is only by offering extra wages that I have suc- 
— in getting as much as 900 or 1000 bricks per

[Philadelphia Record:] While women physicians are 
now becoming too numerous to be regarded any more 
as novel, it is doubtful if many people realize the 
amount of real courage which a woman doctor in gen- 
eral practice is frequently called upon to display.

lar a day 416,666 years to earn a billion and a quarter 
of dollars, but at that he wonld have to have the longe- 
vity of more than 4000 Methuselahs. If the money had 
to be earned by day's work it would be better to put 
416,666 laborers at it for a single year. | 

Reduced to avoirdupois, the one thousand two hun- 
dred and fifty millions of gold dollars now in this coun- 
try would represent 5,000,000 pounds, or 2500 short tons 
of 2000 pounds each. Packed away as Uncle Sam packs 
away his gold in the treasury at Washington and in the 
various sub-treasuries, it would fill 2500 strong boxes, 
each 21 by 18 by 24 inches in size, inside measurement, 
and containing six cubic feet. Piled up, the gold coin 
thus accumulated would make a heap containing 15,000 
cubic feet; a bar of gold containing $1,250,000,000 worth | 
of precious metal would be 5 feet square and 300 feet 
long; erected into an auriferous monument, it would be 
a highly imposing sight, and would make no mean 
showing beside the Washington monument itself, albeit 
of about 200 feet less altitude than that patriotic struc- 
ture. 

At two tons to the million, it would take 2500 double 
teams, or 5000 horses, to haul this unthinkable mass 
of coined treasure over the average roads of the coun- 
try. Fixing fifty pounds as the proper load for the av- 
erage man to carry any distance, it wouid require an 
army of 100,000 to pack the stuff. In ranks of twelve 
moving in fairly open order this army of gold bearers 
would stretch over eleven or twelve miles, or about the 
length of Broadway on the island of Manhattan. 

There fs little danger that the yellow specie of the 
great republic will be looted and carried away “by 
hand.” 


What Our Coined Gold Would Buy. 


One ‘thousand two hundred and fifty millions of dol- 
lars would buy an enormous amount of merchandise, 
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and would pay the expenses of no end of wars or merry 
making. A few weeks ago, before it could be foreseen 
that the coronation of King Edward VII would be pust- 
poned by a royal illness, it was estimated that the total 
cost of the ceremonies to government and English peo- 
ple would be not far from $7,000,000. At that price for 
such jubilations Uncle Sam's stock or coined gold 
would foot the bill for 179 coronations and leave some 
millions over. 

A billion and a doliars would build eighty 
Brooklyn bridges. It would build, equip and put in com- 
mission more than 400 great battleships. It would 
probably suffice to buy the whole British navy, pro- 
viding that aggregation of marine fighting machines 
could be purchased at anything like a fair valuation. 
At a million dollars a day, the approximate cost of the 
Civil War, the coined gold now in the country would 
wage war for more than three years and four months. 

Comparison of the quantity of coined gold in the 
country with the value of some of the country's staple 
products is somewhat startling. For instance, in round 
numbers the output of coal, both soft and hard, in 1901. 
was three hundred and twenty-two millons; of pig iron, 
more than two hundred and fifty millions; of silver. 
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more than thirty-six millions; of crude petroleum, more 
than seventy-five millions; of corn, wheat and oats, 
nearly two hundred and nine millions; of butter and 
cheese, more than three hundred and eighty-feur mil- 
lions. Yet the billion and a quarter of coined gold now 
in the United States would buy all these products and 
leave a trifling matter of $2/,875.857 as a nest CZK 
around which to accumulate another twelve hundred 
millions or so. It would build 62,500 miles of railroad 
at $20,000 a mile, nearly a third of all the railroad mile- 
age now in the United States. 


Thousands of Acres of Pie. 
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nut it is when the purchasing power of a thousand 
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is considered that the ordinar» mird may come nearest 
to grappling with the real meaning of such a vast sum. 
Good, fair pies can be bought for ten cents apiece, and 
thus the coined gold now in the country would buy 
twelve billions and five hundred millions of pies. The 5 
square surface covered by pies varies, but fifty square 
inches for each would not be far out of the way, allow- 
ing for the waste room that would have to be allowed 
for, supposing the pies are round. On this basis the 
gold coin in circulation in Uncle Sam’s dominions would 
buy pies enough to cover at least 4000 acres of land. r 
How many pie bakers it would take to bake this enor- : 
mous aggregation of toothsomeness in one day is matter 
for conjecture only. 

Yet hil this gold could be packed into a very small 
space, relatively speaking. Made into a pile forty feet 
square, it would be only a little more than nine feet 
high, and its weight of 5000 tons would not furnish a full 
cargo for any one of several of the great ocean liners 
now plowing the Atlantic Ocean, though it would build 
hundreds of them. 


Food for Serious Thought. 


All in all, good Americans may well be proud of the 
magnificent showing our gold coin enables us to make 
before the world, yet there is another and a more serious 
aspect of the situation to be considered—an aspect, by 
the way, that thoughtful men are gxamining with much 
gravity. Will the presence of so much gold in the coun- 
try produce the apparently logical result of permanently 
holding up the price of all things eatable by reason of 
its own comparative cheapness? Some economic phil- 
osophers declare that it will beyond the shadow of a 
doubt. In time they say there will alsoge a general 
uplifting of the scale of wages, but not until it is settled 
whether the present plentitude of the yellow metal is 
permanent or not. Naturally, in the meantime, the 
man who works will have increased problems to meet. 

On the other hand, a plentitude of gold will mean 
lively circulation, and that will mean a continuance of 
the present “good times“ for a considerable period to 
come. And, if the prophets speak wisely, the present 
unexampled quantity of coined gold in this country is 
only a forerunner of the future. Unless all signs fail, 
say they, the day is not far distant when we shall have 
two thousand millions instead of a thousand and 2 
quarter millions of gold coin in our land.

BRAIN AND INTELLECT. 

The exact seat in the brain of the highest intellectual 
faculties has formed a moot point in science since the 
functions of the organ of mind began to be investi- 
gated with accuracy. The general consensus of opin- 
fon localizes what we term mind“ in the prefrontal 
lobes of the brain, but by another school of thinkers 
the hinder lobes have been credited with performing our 
highest cerebral duties. The balance of evidence, I should 
say, is decidedly in favor of the former view, and re- 
cent researches and observations by Dr. Phelps, an 
American investigator, would appear to assist in 
strengthening the opinion that the most important por- 
tion of the brain is its anterior region. In the course 
of the investigations in question some 255 cases of brain 
injury and disease were examined. In all save two it 
was noted that interference of extensive nature with 
the prefrontal] region resulted in serious disturbance of the 
mental faculties. Less severe injury produced les 
marked effects. These facts parallel the researches of 
other investigators, and they are further substantiated 
by what is observed in cases of idiocy connected with 
a want of development of the frontal lobes of the brain. 

As to the relative importance of the two lobes or 
halves of cerebrum, or chief brain mass, most of us 
know that each half governs the opposite side of the 
body, and that, as we are right handed, so we may be 
called left brained. The superiority in functional im- 
portance of our left brain is not questioned, and it is 
therefore interesting to find Dr. Phelps insisting, from 
the results of his investications, that our left brain lobe 
is really the intellectual half. The right half, it is 
added, is capable of sustaining severe injury without 
marked mental effects supervening, and cases are quoted 
in suport of this fact. Indeed, such cases have fre- 
quently puzzled physiologists, seeing that the disturb- 
ance of the intellect has in no sense been commensurate 
with the injury to the brain. On the notion ofthe greater 
importance of our left brain, and on the theory that 
severe injuries which do not produce utter mental 
break-down really involve the right lobe, the puzzling 
constitution of the brain may be explained in part at 
least. But the last word has not yet been said concern- 
ing the brain’s ways and work. Injuries of the left 
half do not always produce serious effects as regards 
the mental life, while we have had some physiologists 
insisting that we have really two brains, and that while 
the left lobe is the Jekyll of the intellect the right, on 
occasion at least, is apt to play the part of Hyde. A 
fascinating theory this, but one to which sober science 
is not likely to append its imprimatur.—{ London Chrome 
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WHAT SPECTACLES HAVE BROUGHT ABOUT. 

“Spectacies,” said an ophthalmologist, “are as old as 
wagons, I suppose, or as clothes. Wasn't a pair found 
recently in a mummy care that dated back to something 
like 300 years before Christ? But the spectacles of the 


ancients were merely magnifying glasses, and the mod- 
ern sols the prismatic, the sperical, the concave, the 
convex and the cylindrical, which correct double vision, 
refraction, myopia, hypermetropia, astigmatism, ete.— 
are comparatively modern inventions. They are made 
of rock crystal, and they have done much more good 
than anything else in modern medicine, except, perbapa, 
anesthetics. Medical records show that there is now 
40 per cent. less of blindness than there used to be in 
the world, and this improvement is due entirely to the 
use of spectacies, which have kept weak eyes from sug 
cumbing as braces keep weak limbs from succumb 
ing. There is also much less of headache then 
there was. A great deal of that came you know, from 
the eyes, and that sort of headache spectacles have ban- 
ished utterly.”—[Philadelpbia Record,

ARMENIAN WEDDING. 


A CEREMONY SEEN BY AN AMERICAN 
IN THE FAR EAST.

REQUENT rides to Kaisariyeh were always full of 
F interest. 

From the road between Talas and the city we 
could plainly see the fallen walls of the old Roman 
bath where they lay on the hillside, come distance away 
and considerably above us. In the bazaars were old 
Homan and Byzantine coins found in the city and the 
countryside and displayed by eager venders. There were 
good collections, too, of swords and of brass and silver 
utensils and ornaments of dainty workmanship and an- 
client date, probably belonging to earlier centuries of 
the Mahometan era. 


But aB we passed leisurely under the covered way 
between the rows of tiny shops, pausing now at this 
one and then at that to examine some interesting thing 
or other, my attention was as often attracted to the 
people as to the contents of the showcase, or to the em- 
broideries and rugs bang upon the walls. For women 
of every nation like to shop, and the men like to go 
where the women are to be found. Eastern women in 
particular, deprived of our western means of social in- 
tercourse, like to linger in market or cemetery in the 
hope of enjoying a flirtation, or of seeing men whom 
they would cose as husbands for themselves or their 
daughters or their friends. 

So in front of a silversmith's bench or in the stall 
of a rug dealer, the veiled lady and the uniformed of- 
ficer may exchange glances and talk of common things 
in common words with hidden meanings. By a fortu- 
nate accident a corner of the tcharshaf falls away from 


as the arrival of the two women visitors was made 
known, we were hospitably included in the invitation, 
so we set off early one morning, for we were expected 
to be at the house by 10 o'clock at least. 

The family of the bride was Protestant, that of the 
groom Gregorian. The bride was 14. An eastern proverb 
runs like this: “A girl at 14 should be married or bur- 
led.

The bride, the women of the household and the 
women guests were assembled in one large room; the 
groom and the other men, both relatives and guests, 
in the court and an adjoining reom. Divans were set 
around the sides of the rooms and cushions were placed 
on the floors for the comfort of guests. In the center 
of the room into which we were ushered stood the 
bride; half a dozen relatives sat on chairs near her. A 
very pretty bride, indeed, she was, too, with her reg- 
ular features, fresh, clear complexion, heavy, dark eye 
brows and eyelashes and soft, appealing eyes. The thin 
white lace veil that partly enveloped her enhanced 
rather than concealed the sweet attractiveness of youth. 
She was in tears, as it is proper for all oriental brides 
to be. But in these later days the tears are often gen- 
ulne when an early marriage arranged by parents cuts 
the girl off from the years of study that she has looked 
forward to with such enthusiasm. The girls crave 
knowledge, and as their minds become trained, they do 
not take kindly to the absolute obedience that has here- 
tofore been required. They love the freedom of the 
school and associates of their own age. They have had

by a more fortunate accident it never ceases to conceal 
a homely one. Possibly a clandestine meeting is ar- 
ranged for the near future, or only a bouquet is tossed 
carelessly at the lady's feet.

a suitable match is suggested when women friends and 
acquaintances meet in front of the shop where they 
are accustomed to purchase their perfumes and cos- 
metics. They enter and sit down, vary their talk 
about the quality of the goods with choice gossip, and 
sip the black coffee that the shop owner makes over 
a bit of charcoal in a small brazter or mangol, and 
serves in the usual tiny cups. 

The white cotton tcharshaf, striped with maroon, 
blue or yellow, is the common outer garment of Turk- 
ish women in the interior. It is a large piece of cloth 
about square, is gathered in the middie and tied around 
the waist, so that the lower half falls like a skirt to the 
ankles or nearly to the ground, while the upper half 
is drawn over the shoulders and head and across the 
face in such a way that only the eyes are exposed. The 
poor Turkish woman, however, often owns no such gar- 
ment and appears on the street in her trousers of blue 
denim or ragged brown cloth, cotton shirt open at 
the neck, short jacket, heavy woolen girdle and her 
yasma or kerchief wrapped securely about head and 
face. Even the Armenian women frequently use the 
. yasma when they go into the street or the market, so 
| careful do they have to be, if they are good looking, 
to keep their pleasing countenances from the notice of 
a passing Turk. The small, dark-colored cashmere cloth 
shawls that the women of the towns throw over their 
heads can be easily and quickly folded, however, to 
hide the face when occasion requires. This custom is 
followed or not by Christian women according as their 
Mahometan neighbors are broad-minded and kindly, or 
bigoted and sensual. Consequently the custgms of the 
; women differ a good deal in different cities. The Chris- 
tian women do not think of hiding their faces from 
men of their religion or nation. 

To my great good luck the American ladies in Talas 
tad just been invited to a wedding in which prominent 
Armenian families in the city were concerned. As soon 


bles, or the joys, or the responsibilities and servitude 
of the old type of married life. Imagine the hardship 
of not speaking a loud word in the presence of her elders 
for a year and sometimes two years, after entering her 
husband's family, except, of course, in the presence 
of her husband when they are alone together. She 
takes the place of a servant to her mother-in-law. 

In this particular instance, however, the fourteen- 
year-old girl was marrying well and into a family of 
progressive ideas, so that her lot would probably be rel- 
atively easy. At any rate, her mother looked joyful 
over the consummation and her sister-in-law seemed 
to be gratified with the appearance of the new member 
of the family. 

Some of the dresses were rich. The bride wore a 
gown and jacket of red velvet embroidered heavily 
around the bottom of the skirt and the edges of the 
jacket in gold. The relatives of the groom wore black 
velvet gowns similarly embroidered in gold. In the 
trousseau of the bride, which was exhibited to the 
guests just before they departed, there were ten silk 
gowns of dark colors and dainty shades. but made 
for the most part rather simply. All the other appoint- 
ments of such an outfit were as good and abundant as 
the dresses. Styles don’t change much in Asia Minor, 
and the gowns were expected to last several years. The 
occasions upon which it is suitable to wear such clothes 
are not many. To weddings, to church and to the pub- 
lic bath once in two weeks a woman goes well dressed 
if possible. 

The gold-embroidered, black velvet gowns were partic- 
ularly becoming to the married sisters of the groom. 
More aristocratic looking or handsomer women I did not 
see anywhere in Turkey. There were two of them, and 
they appeared to be somewhere between 30 and 35 years 
old. They looked young for women of that age in that 
country, but easy cifcumstances probably made it possi- 
ble for them to get rid of the hard work of the house- | 
hold. They had the usual dark hair and eyes and the 
features of their oval faces were most delicately chis- 
eled. A broad, high forehead, arching brows, an aquiline 
nose, sensitive lips with a serious curve, and a firm 
but dainty chin charagterized each face and gave rea-

some are not injured in the education. Abroad, such 
work has cost both craft and lives, and such efficiency 
is purchased not without its price. Men that can stand 
the hardest stress of life on big ships are sometimes 
the first to succumb to work on a torpedo boat, and 
one of the commonest causes of failure is seasickness. 
It is generally supposed that seafaring men do not suf- 
fer, as we land lubbers do, from mal de mer, but such 
is not the case, and especially is this so aboard torpedo 
craft. The boats themselves are the “liveliest” kind of 
rollers in a seaway; they twist and roll and lurch with 
the most distracting want of periodicity, to which the 
teeth-chattering vibration of the whole craft, at medium 
speeds, adds ita quota of misery. To this is added the 
stuffiness of the living spaces, for flying spray will find 
its way down open ventilator and uncovered hatches, 
and the heat from bollers and engines soon radiates to 
the remotest recesses between decks. When under way 
eating at a mess table is out of the question; things 
must be actually caught on the fly, and there is some 
thing very disquieting to a dizzy head and an unset- 
tled stomach in the sight of dancing mess kit and slop- 
ping food. Imagine the added hardships in the dusty, 
humid, overheated fire and engine-rooms, with their 
aggravating reek of oil-laden steam.

Let us see how our little squadron will make its at- 
tack.

Sud- 
denly a shaded lamp, hung low, flashes in the wake of 
the leading boat, and with the swiftness of scattering 
specters the six following boats disappear into the flank- 
ing gloom, only to converge a few moments later from 
a wide field upon the common target at topmost speed. 
Precaution is cast to the winds, the stacks belch great 
masses of smoke and glittering sparks, and the bow 
waves glisten like bejeweled down in the glare of the 
enemy's searchlights. The foe has been caught napping, 
his rapid-fire guns give only a ragged defiance, the boats 
are well within the danger zone, there are eighteen muf- 
fled booms, and on to their errand of destruction are 
sped eighteen imaginary torpedoes, any one of which, in 
fact, would be enough to send the stoutest ship to 
the bottom, for skill has so adjusted them that they 
will strike ten feet below the surface, wuere no protect- 
ing armor shields the vitals from attack. There are a 
succession of quick turns on the part of the attacking 
craft, and such of them as haye not been under fire for a 
prescribed period of seconds are seen scurrying off into 
the protecting gloom to rendezvous at some predeter- 
mined base, where, with professional glee, they gloat 
over the great eraft they have sunk in fiction. 

The public has a pretty fair notion of the modern 
Whitehead torpedo, and the great explosive force of its 
war-head, laden with guncotton, but it knows but lit- 
tle of that remarkable mechanism, the Obry steering 
gear, that sec ms to endow the torpedo with a will. This 
mechanism, in brief, is a gyroscope—more familiar to 
us when termed a top—which, set in gimbals like a 
compass, can freely move in all directions. The spin- 
ning top or gyroscope, put in motion automatically as 
the torpedo leaves the tube, exercises a directive force 
and tends to bring itself into line with the longi- 
tudinal axis of the moving torpedo just as the tail of 
a windmill brings the wheel into the eye of breeze. 
Now the way the gyroscope acts is this: The torpedo 
tube is directed forward so many degrees off either bow: 
it cannot be pointed dead abead, and the gyoscope is set 
so many degrees in the opposite direction. The vessel is 
pointed straight at the target and when the torpedo is 
dropped into the water it naturally does not bear upon 
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| the foeman’s ship, but the gyroscope working through the 
set number of degrees back toward the center gradually 
brings the torpedo’s aim parallel with the boat's line of 
attack and bearing directly upon the target by actuating 
the rudder. The process is a direct reversal of the ac- 
tion of the windmill, in which the whee or spinning 
top controls the tail or rudder. Now, the object of the 
gyroscope steering gear—apart from holding the torpedo 
to its course when once attained—is to enable the tor- 
pedo boat to attack head on, thus affording the enemy 
but the smallest target for attack and yet permitting tor- 
pedoes to be fired in the same direction even when the 
tubes cannot be so trained. In effect it is like a gun that 
could shoot around a corner; in fact, the Obry gear 
can be so set that the torpedo will describe a complete 
circle and then take up a straight course. 

The evolutions of the torpedo division will include 
target practice with the torpedoes, some of them being 
set to come to the surface after a run and then recov- 
ered, and some of them being fitted with war-head and 
used in actual attack upon a target. This latter em- 
ployment will not be so general, for the expenditure or 
loss of a torpedo means an outlay of quite $2000, and 
major benefits of drill can be had without destroying 
the torpedo. 

These forthcoming torpedo-boat exercises are to form 
the basis of an extensive system reaching from the 
farthest end of Maine to Galveston, on the Atlantic 
coast, and from Puget Sound south along the whole of 
our Pacific seaboard, while the men so trained are to be 
the nucleus for a personnel peculiarly fitted for this type 


of service.

OLD ENGLISH BIBLE. 

Of all early printed books, the most difficult to ob- 
tain, even in an approximately complete condition, are 
English Bibles—they are usually in a most advanced 
state of dilapidation. No perfect copy is known of the 
first edition of the Bible in English, printed at Antwerp 
by Jacob Van Meteren, 1535; of this, the Ear! of Ash- 
burnham possessed three copies, the finest of which cost 
£265, and realized £820; the next cost £130, and sold for 
£175, while the third, a very respectable copy, dropped 
from £190 paid for it by the Earl, to £96—a loss of £94. 
It is a curious fact that, with the exception of the first 
named, nearly all the early English Bibles in the Ash- 
burnham collection realized less than the amounts origi- 
nally paid for them. An unusually good copy of the 
first edition of Cranmer’s “Catechimus,’ 1548, cost six 
guineas, and realized £36; while a complete copy, and as 
such probably unique, of the first edition of Foxe’s 
“Book of Martyrs,” 1562-3, which, after the Bible, was 
probably the most widely-read book of the sixteenth 
century, sbows only an advance from 197 15s. to £150. 

The “big gun“ of the Ashburnham printed books was 
the splendid copy, printed upon vellum, of 
the first edition of the Latin Bible, and the first 
book executed with metal types, 1450-55. It is generally 
known by the name of the Mazarin Bible, from the dis- 
covery of a copy in the cardinal's library by the biblo- 
grapher De Bure; its importance is too well known to 
be enlaged upon here, although a very little known fact 
in connection with it may be mentioned. Trithernius 
aays in his “Chronicle” that he was told by Peter 
Schoiffer, the partner and son-in-law of Fust, that the 
expenses incurred in the printing were so enormous 
that 4000 florins were expended before twelve sheets had 
been printed. Only about four copies on vellum and 
leas than twenty on paper have been recorded. The 
Ashburnham copy was formerly in the university K- 
brary of Mentz, whence it was obtained early in the 
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present century by Nicol, the King’s bookseller; at bis 
sale, in 1625, it was purchased by Henry Perkins, the 
book collecttag brewer, for 480 guineas; at the Perkins 
sale, in 1873, it was bought for the late Furl for £3400; 
and, at the Earl's sala u advanced to £4000.—({Fort- 
nightly Review. 
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DEEP-SEA MONSTER. 


THE MOST UNCANNY CREATURE EVER 
CAUGHT ALIVE.

VER and again, this cock-cure world of ours, tod- 
E dling along on its self-confident way, is brought to 

a sudden stop by some little happening that makes 
un realize with a sudden start how blindly we walk on 
the edge of mystery. 
„Such a happening was it that has been brought about 
by three drunken negro fishermen of Bermuda—as 
mean instruments as nature could pick out to teach 
the world something new of her wonderful ways and to 
give us a glimpse of the unrevealed marvels of creation. 

Out of an abyss of the tropic ocean the three pulled 
the first true deep-sea creature ever to be taken and 
kept alive. And with that capture the men of science have 
been almost forced to accept the belief that somewhere 
in the deepest depths of the deep seas there lives a 
true sea serpent—the “great eel-like form, swimming 
with exceptional swiftness and of unknown dimensions,” 
as Drs. Bean and Goode of the United States Fish Com- 
mission put it in their official report in discussing the 
theory that somewhere in unknown chasms of the ocean 
there may exist such a monster as that of which men 
have talked since the days of Pliny. 

This creature that has been dragged from its black 
home of eternal night to lie gasping in a glass tank 
to be seen by tens of thousands—the first time a hu- 
man eye ever has seen its kind—is not great in size, 
for its extreme length when it exerts its entire and 
startling power of expansion is not more than six or 
possibly seven feet. But its aspect is so thoroughly that 
of the Pit, so Satanic, so grotesquely impossible, that 
the ichthyologists who have studied it up to this time 
have become converts to the belief in the sea serpent. 
For men are convinced now that if there can be such 
things in the marine guifs off our coasts, and if they 

a can exist without letting sclence with all its grapples 
and dredges and sounding wires and trawis ever get a 
glimpse of them, there is ample reason for believing 
that vast creatures of aspect still more fantastic and 
frightful swim far below the surface, rising to the sun- 
light only in epochal periods to terrify the human mites 
that sce them, and to flee again as terrified themselves 
by the blinding light of day and the noises of the upper 
world. 


What is It? 


The creature has been identified only tentatively as 
yet as to species and genus. Prof. Spencer of the New 
York Aquarium, to whom it was sent, believes that ft is 
the same kind of form that was seen dead on the sur- 
face of the Caribbean Sea off the Cuban coast by Rich- 
ardson in 1844 during the famous exploring voyage of 
the Erebus and Terror. If this conjecture is correct, 
as it probably is, for Prof. Spencer is an observer of rare 
experience, the fish is entitled to the name Channomnu- 
reana Vittata. That classification puts it into the 
strange Moray family, the huge and ferocious eel-like 
fish that have been infamous since the days of ancient 


Rome, when certain of the species were kept in ponds | 


and fed with living men by their owners, who thought 
that their flesh became the more delicious from this 
human diet. 

No man who saw this fish wondered at the terror 
that nearly drove the negroes who caught it out of their 
boat when they saw what it was that they had hooked. 
Finless, wrinkled, gulping ceaselessly, with a baggy, 
ophidian throat, it lies, a bloated, venomously evil thing, 
turning its weird head in reptilian motions. Tiny black 
beads of eyes, scarcely as large as pin heads, glimmer 
out of its dark head, set so near the tip of its jaws 
that, were it not for their baleful light, one would not 
dream that they could be anything except nostrils. 

The head has a shape quite‘indescribable. It is as 
formless as a mass that has been stepped on and then 
partially straightened out, roughly and carelessly. Not 
that there is much head to it. Most of it is taken up 
with gape. The observer gets no opportunity to over- 
look that, for the fish has a habit of opening its jaws 
constantly, apparently swallowing air. Those gaping 
jaws extended far back into the very body of the thing, 
apparently. Never a creature known to man has jaws so 
over-huge. 

Where its gills should be the observer fails to find 
any. But after a few minutes of close watching they 
saw a little swelling work up and down, like a slippery 
knot of muscle under the slimy skin. And then sud- 
denly a tube peered out, protruded and slipped back. 
Continued observation showed that the tube was a true 
siphon, and that it takes the place of gills in this 
deep-sea thing. 

It does not swim. It writhes. At times it stretches 
itself like a worm till its high, ridged body is quite 
thin and enormously elongated. Again it shrinks and 
compresses its great form until, with a hundred wrin- 
kled folds over it, it lies shrunken and even more 
evil in its vague mass than it is when it lies extended, 
with its head raised at strange angles with the body, 
peering wickedly at everything within its ken. 

Shrunken and wrinkled, it looks like a puff adder— 
equally thick-set, with the reptile head. Expanded to 
full length, its head seems far greater than its body, 
and then the resemblance to the venomous serpents is 
complete. 

Now and then it raises itself in the water and holds 
itself upright, resting only on its tail, Then it is the 
cobra in attitude and expression. 

ese are not the only serpentine characteristics of 
the fish. In its absolute lack of fins it approaches the 
class of reptiles so closely in appearance and build 
that one is inclined not to seoff at the many and vari- 
@us accounts of sea monsters, all agresing in describing 
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| them as snakes. This thing, in every aspect, is far more 
snake than fish. 


A True Deep-sea Form. 


There is no doubt that it is a true deep-sea form, of 
a kind that rarely ventures from the vast depths, where 
it makes its home among unknown forms that probably 
are still more strange, more terrible and more incred- 
ibly misshapen than even it. Where it was caught there 
is a high ledge of coral and limestone, rising sheer out 
of a chasm 1200 feet deep. No doubt the Channomu- 
reana writhed its way upward to the top of the ledge 
more by accident than design, for rarely do the fish 
that swim two hundred fathoms deep rise near to the 
surface voluntarily. Indeed, few of the deep-sea dwell- 
ers can do so and live, for their air bladders are 
adapted by nature to withstand the enormous pressures 
of water where they dwell, and when they ascend near 
the surface the effect of the decreased pressure on them 
is just as the effect of ascending to high altitudes in a 
balloon is on man. Blood bursts forth from ears and 
nose, and finally the eyes. Were it possible to ascend 
still higher, the aeronaut would burst. Just 80 is it with 
the fish. Those that are seized by deep-sea trawls and 
dredges always come to the surface split and torn open, 
with their eyes actually blown out of their heads and 
their entrails protruding. The more delicate forms are 
generally ruined for all purposes except those of mere 
scientific identification. 

However, for some unknown reason, perhaps driven 
from its black caverna by scarcity of food, this uncanny 
monster did find its way upward until it lay in what 
was shallow water indeed—shallow enough to make its 
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tiny pin-points of eyes blink, dazzled by the light that 
filtered down through the wonderfully clear, light blue 
water, for the depth over the shelf of rock where the 
Channomureana found itself was only sixty-six feet 
deep. And there, winding in and out among strange 
things, itself the strangest of all, driving the butterfly fish 
and the bride fish and the angel fish and parrot fish, in 
all their gorgeous reef liveries, before it in terror, it 
found a baited hook and snapped at it with that mighty, 
gaping mouth. 

Floating above it lay a fishing boat, with a deep 
well in its hull, so that the captured fish might be kept 
alive. The negro fishermen lolled in the craft. They 
had sailed out to this spot, seven miles northeast of 
Bermuda, armed with great, bellying bottles of pineap- 
ple rum, to fish for market, but they were devoting far 
more time to the flasks than to the fish lines. They 
were anchored right on the edge of the reef where it 
descended into the depths. Now and then they would 
pull up a gay fish—green, yellow, violet, blue, scarlet— 
fish of a dozen colors far more showy than any rain- 
bow that ever was—fish of one color, some like flames, 
some like the sky overhead, some like the sky at sun- 


set.

Paris and New York came here the other day 
and registered herself as from Sitka, Alaska. If she 
had registered from Dante's Inferno she could not bave 
more completely astonished some of her fashionable 
friends. Calling upon her after dinner I found her sur- 
rounded by a bevy of social notables, and seated on the 
most luxurious armchair in the ladies’ drawing-room, 
twirling a diamond-mounted fan. She was dressed in 
one of those superb cut-out embroidery robes of fine 
white net appliqued with a silk pattern, placed over an 
apricot-colored taffeta underdress, and she wore a high 
tiara of diamonds, and a necklace of pearls of many 
strands. 

“Sitka, Alaska?” I exclaimed, interrogatively. 

“Yes; why not? Do you think the effete capitals are 
the only abiding places? Sitka is a beautiful city, and 
is progressing at a rapid and substantial rate.” 

“What took you there?” : 
“My son's interests; he is a minor, now travelin 
abroad with a tutor. At last advices they were in Egypt: 
Shepherd's Hotel, donkey boys, pyramids, Sphynx, and 
all that sort of thing. He owns mines in Alaska, and I 
went there to see about them; was delighted with Sitka, 

which is now my legal residence.” 

“Tell us all you know about it.” 

Couldn't do that inside of a month; but, briefly I 
may say that this little-explored and less understood 
territory is all right. By reason of the application of 
the modern systems of travel, Alaska is now as acccs- 
sible as Arizona. Three days of travel by modern steam- 
ers from Seattle, among the islands and along the coast 
which forms the southeastern extension of Alaska, lands 
the traveler at Skagway; twelve hours by rail over the 
mountains carry him to the headwaters of the Yukon, 
where comfortable and well-equipped river steamers con- 
vey him to the gold field of Central Alaska or down the 
Yukon River, which is navigable for more than 2000 
miles at this season of the year. From the mouth of 
the Yukon another comparatively short trip by steamer 
carries him to Cape Nome—the latest and greatest cf 
the gold fields of Alaska.” 

“Have you been to Cape Nome?” 

“Not yet; but shall probably go on after I return 
to my home in Sitka.” 

“Your home—Sitka—you, a luxurious society woman?” 

“Why not? Sitka affords every convenience. There 
is a first-class hotel, with electric lights and all the 
other modern devices. I enjoy my residence there «x- 
ceedingly, although I travel a great deal in the United 
States and Europe.” 

“Who works the mines for you?“ 

“Experienced men, to whom I give 80 per cent. of 
the takings; heavy, but they earn it. They can work 
only during three months of the year, and must labor 
very hard during that period?“ 

“Are there many other smart people like yourself 
there?” 

“Your adjective is quite accurate; yes, there are many 
others. Probably fifty million dollars of American capi- 
tal are invested in Alaskan industries and business en- 
terprises, including transportation systems. In the sal- 
mon fisheries alone the companies engaged have a cap- 
italization of $22,000,000, and the value of their plants, 
including vessels, is given at $12,000,000. In the min- 
ing industries there are large investments, the great 
quartz mill at Juneau being the largest quartz mill in 
the world, while several other quartz mils represent 
large*investments. With the inflow of capital, the de- 
velopment of transportation systems and the gold dis- 
coveries, has come the building up of towns and the 
development of cities with modern conveniences of life. 
Nome City, which is located but a comparatively short 
distance south of the Arctic Circle, has now a population 
of over 12,000; postal facilities have been so extended 
that the number of postoffices is now about sixty, and 
mails are being regularly delivered north of the Arctic 
Circle.” 

“What are the principal industries of Alaska?” 

“Fish, furs and gold; and they send to the United 
States $15,000,000 worth of their products, eight mil- 
lions of gold, six millions of fish, chiefly salmon, and 
the remainder furs. The cost of Alaska was $7,200,000. 
The revenue which the government has derived from it 
since ite purchase amounts to over $9,000,000, and the 
value of the products is now twice as much every year 
as its cost. The total value of the products of Alaska, 
brought to the United States since its purchase, is about 
$15,000,000, of which $50,000,000 ig precious met- 
als, $50,000,000 products of its fisheries, chiefly salmon, 
and $50,000,000 more furs, chiefly seal fur. These are 


tistics of the present value of the market which ‘Frozen 
Alaska’ offers the producers and manufacturers of the 
United States.” 

“Is there any agricultural outlook there?” 

“Yes; the Territory is following in some degree the 
example of California in that respect. Population was 
attracted by the gold mines, and now agricultural pos- 
sibilities are being earnestly considered. Especially is 
this the case in the south and southeast, where the cli- 
mate is modified by the Japan current: here is located 
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the field of possible agricultural operations, which may 
furnish at least a part of the food supply of the popu- 
lation; these expertments lead those who have partici- 
pated in them to the belief that vegetables in great va- 
riety can be produced all along the southern coast and 
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official figures—the latest given out. One million dollars 
a month is the estimate made by the Bureau of Sta- 
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in the valley of the Yukon, and by some agriculturists 
the possibility of the successful production of wheat 
and oats is strongly supported. The grasses for the s:ts- 
tenance of cattle are abundant, and the experiments with 
live stock thus far justify the belief that this feature 
of the food requirements of Alaska may be furnished 
by the development of stock farms in the southern sec- 
tions. In the north, vast areas are covered with a moss 
similar to that upon which the reindeer thrives in other 
parts of the Arctic regions, and in view of this fact 
the introduction of reindeer from Siberia was begun a 
few years eince, and has proved extremely successful, 8 
about three thousand now being distributed through 
Northwest Alaska, and the experiment has advanced 
sufficiently to justify the confident belief that the rein- 
deer will within a few years prove an important fea- 
ture in furnishing both the transportation and the food 
supply of Northern and Northwestern Alaska.” 

“What is the size of Alaska?” 

“Official figures—and all my figures are derived fiom 
authentic sources—give the gross area of Alaska as 
590,804. The Governor of Alaska in a recent report 
states that this is equal to the combined area of ithe 
twenty States of Maine, New Hampshire, Vermont, Mas- 
sachusetts, Rhode Island, Connecticut, New York, New 
Jersey, Pennsylvania, Delaware, Maryland, Virginia, 
West Virginia, North Carolina, South Carolina, Georgia, 
Florida, Alabama, Mississippi and Tennessee.” 

“One word more; do you wear this gorgeous apparel 
when you are in Sitka?” 

“Why not, pray? Sitka is a beautiful city.” 

“Does your son like the prospect of being ‘at home in 
Alaska? 

“Decidedly yes; he says the Sphynx is a has-been, the 
pyramids have nothing in them. He has ‘Sitka, Alaska,’ 
on his visiting cards.”

FEAR OF A CAVIARE FAMINE, 


AMERICA SUPPLIES THE WORLD WITH STUR- 
GEON—EUROPEAN WATERS FISHED OUT. 


[New York Evening Post:] The time is said to be 
not far off when caviare will be as expensive as canvas- 
back duck or diamond-back terrapin. Though supposed 
to be a foreign delicacy, it is almost exclusively Ameri- 
can. At one time all the caviare in the market was 
of European origin. European waters have been nearly 
fished out of sturgeon, however, and today the German 
and Russian manufacturers who have a practical mo- 
nopoly of the finished product rely upon the United 
States for the sturgeon eggs out of which the finished 
delicacy is made. The same process of extinction is 
going on in this country at a very rapid rate, and thus 
far no steps have been taken by either the national 
or the State governments to regulate the industry. At 
the present time the three centers of sturgeon catch- 
ing are the Delaware River, the Great Lakes and the 
Columbia River. A limited number are caught in 
‘Puget Sound, and, according to ship captains, there 
is still a vast and untouched supply in the waters of 
Southern Alaska. The waterways which run from Van- 
couver northward along British olumbia are another 
field of considerable promise. 

But the first quality and the one which all epicures 
prefer comes from the Delaware. That of the Great 
Lakes is inferior in flavor, while the Pacific article is 
altogether too rank and coarse for the most refined 
palate. It was the latter which was described by an 
Irishman as a shad-roe dressed in cod-liver oil. Up 
to the present century there were many sturgeon in 
the Hudson and Connecticut, in New London and Nar- 
ragansett bays, as well as Long Island Sound, but 
the number has grown steadily smaller, and today 
is scarcely worthy of consideration. 


PERSONALITY OF THE PUEBLO INDIAN. 

The Publeo Indian has changed but little since the. 
conquest. He was a systematic farmer then, raising on 
the arable lands of New Mexico enough of maize, beans 
and squashes to give him a comfortable subsistence, 
He is still a farmer, though with improved methods, 
The Spaniard gave him the horse and the cow, and 
those herds of sheep, which constitute so large a propor- 
tion of his present wealth. He was an irrigator possessing 
a system of reservoirs which conducted the life-giving 
water to his parched crops, centuries before the coming 
of Coronada, and Juan D’Onate. In 1540 he dressed 
in mantas of cotton (which he himself raised.) buck- 
skin, twisted rabbit hides, tunics of Yucca fiber, and 
mantles of feathers. He knew how to weave, to spin, 
to tan, to make beautiful baskets and a species of sun- 
glazed pottery which is highly prized by the connoisseurs 
of today. He lived in three, four, and sometimes five- 
story houses, built of adobes or sun-dried bricks, whose 
style of architecture has no counterpart the world over, 
He was nothing if not original. His house as well as 
his city was built with a special eye to defense against 
the Apache and Navajo freebooters, who seem to have 
learned early in their history that it was easier to live 
by robbery and murder than to carn their bread by hon- 
est toil.—{Rev. J. T. Rotch, in Donahoe’s.

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PILGRIMS AT MECCA. 


GRAPHIC DESCRIPTION OF REMARK- 
ABLE SCENES AND CEREMONIES. 


Correspondence of London Morning Post. 
Fone caravan on the road to Mecca is preceded by 


one or two, but sometimes by as many as half a 

dozen, chavoushes, or heralds, who bear aloft the 
green banner of the faith, on which is inscribed the 
Mohammedan watchword, “LA Allah ellallah Muham- 
mad 4 resullallah!"” (There is no god but God, and 
Mohammed is His Prophet!) The Sbhiabs of Persia add 
to this profeesion of faith the clause, Alla veliallah!” 
(Ali is His vicar!) Then comes the cavalcade of pil- 
grims, the rear being brought up by a string of camels, 
or other beasts of burden, heavily laden with tents 
and water skins, or mashks, with kitchen utensils and 
provisions. Some of the Persian grandees had with 
them not less than fifty camels and twenty servants, 
but the household of an ordinary pilgrim consisted of 


@ general waiter, a water keeper, to whose care was en- | 


trusted the commissariat department, a cook, a scullion, 
a “foot runner or messenger boy, and by a pipe 
bearer, whose business it was to serve his master with 
frequent kalyäns. The Arabs sing to their camels a 
deeply melodious song called Hodi, which has on them 
the effect of a spur, urging them on to a _ brisk, un- 
changing pace. To this accompaniment a camel will 
cover, without stopping, a distance of 100 miles in 
twenty-four hours. The local ‘belief is that the animal 
gets drunk with the sweet burden of the Hodi song. 
The habit of singing. or humming like a bee, is com- 
mon to all Orientals. “I have no heart means “I do 
mot feel well.” In Persian, “have no nose means 1 
am depressed.” But when a Persian has “nose” he must 
either hum or sing. If you do not hear your cook sing- 
fing when he is preparing your dinner, you may be sure 
that he is testing his proficiency in the culinary art. 
Love poems are mostly sung. 


Billowy Clouds of Sand. 


The Arab drivers reserve to themselves a camel or an 
ass to carry their own eatables, which consist of dry 
bread—baked by themselves in ovens excavated in the 
ground—of mäst. or sour milk, a favorite beverage in 
the summer, of a sort of cream cheese peculiar to the 
Fast, of oranges, and of dates. The dates are kept in 
a pouch, ready for use, and eaten whenever the appetite 
demands food. To the trees that bear this staple food 
of theirs Arabs attribute many characteristics belonging 
to the human race. They say that the date tree is 
somcthing between man and vegetable. There are male 
date trees and female ones, the females. easily distin- 
guishable to a skilled gardener, being by far the more 
fruitful. The date tree, like man, does not bear fruit 
until it is grown up—say twelve years old at least. 
The gardener, a year before the fruit-bearing season, 
cuts a twig from the top of the male tree, reduces it to 
powder, and applies it to the female. As a result the 
female tree brings forth fruit in the following season. 
The male tree blossoms at the same time as the female 
with small yellow flowers, from which is concocted a 
colorices spirit called arak, drunk by the Arabs for 
the purpose of giving strength to their nerves. An- 
other almost human characteristic of the date tree 
is that if its “head’—that is, the tip of its trunk—be 
ent the whole tree will wither and die, whereas it will 
remain unaffected by a score of bullets shot into its 
body. The cultivation of the date tree is interesting. 
The gardener cuts twigs from the female tree, plants 
them in the ground at regular intervais, and waters 
them carefully. The water must not reach so far as 
the “head” of the newly-planted trees, otherwise they 
would be drowned, like any human creature. In sum- 
mer time in Arabia there blows a hot, suffocating wind 
called simoom, which is said to ripen the dates, making 
them sweet and juicy. It blows with inconceivable 
speed and violence, turning the desert into a tossing 
sea of billowy clouds of sand, so that from afar it has 
the look of an angry yellow ocean. The Arabs can de- 
tect its coming by the sense of smell, and when that 
happens they fling themselves on their stomachs, cover 
themzelves over with their cloaks, and thrust into their 
nostrils a couple of date stones which they keep about 
them for that purpose. The wind blows over them, 
leaving them unhurt. They can tell at once when the 
storm is over, and they rise and go their way. For- 
eign pilgrims know nothing of this trick, and hence 
many of them fall yearly victims to this fiend of the 
wastes. The best cure is to fling the sufferer into a 
tank of cold water, and then wash him clean and cool, 
but the scarcity of water makes his chances of recovery 
well nigh hopeless, with the result that the devout's 


longing to die in the Holy Land, and thereby to enter 


forthwith into paradice, is sometimes fulfil 

the blowing of the simoom. Were it not 9 — 
however, the poor Arabs whose very lives depend on 
the success of the date harvest, would suffer greatly, so 
true is it that what is one man’s meat is another man’s 
poison. It is amusing to see an Arab climbing a date 
tree. He bas a seat, similar to that of a swing, to both 
ends of which are attached ropes made of date leaves 
and ending in a running noose. The climber throws up 
the noose as high as it will reach, till it catches round 
one of the knots in the trunk. These knots afford a 
secure foothold. He repeats the performance, and on 
reaching the top he sinks to the seat, plucks the ripe 
bunches, and throws them down. And now, having ex- 
hausted the information I gleaned on the subject of the 
date trees, it behooves me to return to the caravan that 
is wending its way to the Holy City. 


The Desert’s Moony Stiliness. 


~ Overnight, when the sun is set, the Arab drivers begin 
to sing, often asking God to lend them His assistance 


in the pinch of distress, and generally in a lugubrious | 


minor key. as if they are going to weep. But ever and 
anon one hears an original song set to the music of the 
desert, wild as the wastes, elusive as the winds, as re- 
vealing and obscure as the tuneless solitudes from 
whose heart it would seem to spring—a song that 
breaks through melody, and adds its tameless burden 
to the music of the spheres. On the cultured Europeans 
these untutored outbursts would have an uncanny effect, 
causing the centuries to roll back to the days of their 
barbarian ancestry, and awakening within them, per- 
haps, one of those haunting dream memories of birth 
far back in the misty past, of an anterior existence in 
keeping with the strains of incoherent minstrelsy when 
men, laboring under the burdens of consciousness, sang 
as the spirit moved them, knowing nothing of the laws 
of counterpoint and harmony. And the words of these 
Arab songs have often a charm in unison with the 
desert’s moony stillness. Such a song I heard from a 
Harbi clansman who glided stealthily past me one 
evening on his camel, singing: 
»My sorrow is Sorrow; my companion is Sorrow; my 
mate is Sorrow; 
Where’er I go there's none to care for me but Sorrow; 
My Sorrow does not let me sleep alone at night; 
Well done, my mate! bravo, my mate! hurrah, my Sor- 
row!” 

The surrounding hills caught the intonation in their 
ragged arms and flung it back into the moonlit sea of 
eddying sand, echoing and reéchoing the word “Sorrow: 
Then my own Arab driver, carried beyond himself, 
raised his voice in the selfsame song, and soon the 
whole caravan, including the guide I had engaged at 
Jiddah, burst out crying, “Well done, my mate! bravo, 
my mate! hurrah, my Sorrow,” the hills repeating the 
last word. Wagner, the one master who has given us 
the music of the sea and the stars, of the winds and 
the streams, and of all the vague yearnings that tor- 
ment the human heart, would have understcod us, would 
perhaps have played the part of echo on his return to 
civilization, would certainly have joined in the chorus 
of that wild Arabian air attuned to Arabia's barren 
though luminous solitudes. 

Bewildering Radiance. , 

Something of the same effect is produced at sunset 
when the muezzin calls to prayer and the caravan halts, 
everybody dismounting to do homage to his Creator. 
In a moment carpets are spread and a cry goes up of 
“Boys, oh, water! which is brought at once in small 
ewers. First the hands are washed to the words: 
“May peace be with Mohammed and his family: thea 
the water is poured three times over the face, and next 
over the elbow of the left forearm with 
the right hand, washing it down to the 
tips of the fingers: after which the same thing is 
done with the left hand to the right forearm. The faith- 
ful are now ready to rise and to say their prayers. The 
Shiahbs and Sunnis differ slightly in the 
way they stand when praying. Whereas the 
Shiahs allow their hands to fall by their sides, 
the Sunnis must fold theirs on their breasts or 
their stomachs. Of course, both sects must face the 
Khebleh, which is the House of God, and prostrate 
themselves not lees than four times. Meanwhile the 
sun is sinking and the muezzin pouring forth his sad-" 
dening notes. It is said that, in the reign of one of the 
Khalifs, a Christian girl from Syria was converted to 
Mohammedanism, which she sincerely embraced. Hap- 
pening ore day, however, to hear the voice of one of 
these cricrs, as she was passing a mosque at sundown, 
she resumed her former creed, saying: “If that's the 
voice of the faith, I have no wish to be faithful!” Still, 
to melancholy minds, the muezzin’s sonorous notes are 
not displeasing, and on eastern folk, more particularly 
on the women, who burst out weeping as soon as they 
hear the summons, they have a fascination impossible 
to exaggerate. As for the sunsets of Arabia the mem- 
ory of their bewildcring radiance restrains the pen that 
would fain glide int) Oriental hyperbole in describing 
them. Over the blue dome of the heavens clouds of 
fantastic shapes, as bright and fleecy as the robes of a 
heavenly Peri, now rose-tinted and streaming, like a 
pennon in the wind, now airy and wansparent as a 
citadel of lace, scud to the west, as if drawn irresistibly 
to the setting sun that shoots eut into the sapphire sky 
his keenest rays, and his most brilliant colors, forming 
a halo round about his face which might well crown 
that of some misty divinity of the time of ignorance or 
some Moslem eajnt of these days of Arabia's redemp-_ 
tion. That glorious halo, all red and gold and purple, 
and those bright-hued clouds—heaven-sent messengers 
from the East to the West—will never sink from my 
memory. I would that | could dip my pen in their 
shining brilliancy that the reader might share with me 
the feast of color they afforded the weary piigrims. 
The first sunset I saw on pitching my tents on the plain 
of Mecca, some two hundred yards to the east of the 
city, was the most beautiful I ever beheld, and that is 
the one I have attempted to reproduce bere in words. 


City of Tents. 


| Most of the pilgrims who came early in the season 
hired rooms in the city, which are either whitewashed 
inside or painted blue or yellow, and in which the pil- 
grims herded together like sheep in a pen. But the 
late arrivals were obliged to pitch their tents in the 
| wider streets and the open squares round about the 
harem, the high dignitaries and those who arrived too 
late to find room within the town taking up their can- 
vas abode on the plain.

But this year the number of pilgrims was so great that 
many tents were seen on the skirts of the surrounding 
mountains. All the outiying tents were guarded by 
soldiers, who, however, were not always successful in 
protecting the inmates from being robbed.

| pilgrim bas always four tents, one for himself, one for 
his kitchen, one for the use of the pipe and the servants 
cot the household, and one for the toilet; while the num- 
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is ‘left open, and are supported on four poles. While 
_ the Bedouins will frequently kill a camel for a respected | 
guest they live very simply themselves, mostly on dates,

CHANGE THEIR ATTIRE. 


ANIMALS WHICH ADAPT THEIR GARB 
TO THE SEASON. 


From The Taller. 


T SEEMS almost a pity that it did not occur to Herr 
Teufelsdrickh, when he enriched the empire of 
thought by his famous Philosophy of Clothes, to add 
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year the learned professor might have found ample 

material for deep musing. 

Many of these animals, of course, merely moult. 
throwing off the old coat for no other purpose than to 
put on a new one. In some cases they do it by degrees, 
as everyone knows who has enjoyed a ride in a dogcart 
behind a white pony. In others the change is more 
rapid. Witness the present tattered condition of the 
bisons in the zoo, and the annual peeling of sheep 
which are never shorn. But no matter how long the 
toilet may last in such cases, the fashion never varies. 
The dress allowance which nature provides runs only 
to one new suit in every twelvemonth, and—as with 

Lord Brougham's trousers—the material, pattern, thick- 

ness and cut are always the same. 

Other creatures dress in accordanee with their age. 
They seem to hold very strongly that costumes suited 
to juveniles are out of place in the case of adults. So 
lion cubs are brindled like tabby cats, and cygnets are 
clothed in smoky-gray instead of in wphite. Certain 
sea birds are even more particular, for their young are 
called upon to wear four successive changes of raiment, 
equally different from one another and from the plu- 
mage which denotes maturity. This last plan must be 
& great convenience to parents who find it difficult to 
remember the ages of their offspring. They have only 
to glance at the feathers of the little ones in order to 
know. 

Far more frequently; however, the summer change of 


winter have to give way to something cooler and lighter; 
so the ermine, toward the middie of spring, is me- 
tamorpho¢ed into a stoat, and remains a stoat till the 
latter part of the autumn. It is hard to realize that the 
costly fur which marks the judicial dignity, which peers 
of high degree are proud to wear, and which even the 
King himself will don on his coronation day, has been 
stripped from an animal included by every gamekeeper 
in his list of “vermin.” Yet such is in very truth the 
case. The severity of our English winters is seldom 
sufficient to bring about the change. Stoats with us are 
stoats throughout the year. But in more northern 
countries, where the temperature for months together 
is a minus quantity, they become yellow in autumn and 
perfectly white a few weeks later, the muzzle and the 
tip of the tale alone excepted, while in spring and early 
summer they pass again through yellow back into red- 
dish brown. 

Arctic foxes follow their example—partiy, perhaps, 
for the sake of warmth, dark clothes being better con- 
ductors of heat than light ones of the same thickness 
and quality. In winter they are white as the driven 
snow itself, but in summer they become gray, or brown, 
or smoky blue, according to their individual idiosyn- 
crasies. Nansen tells us in his “Farthest North” that 
the arctic foxes were at times the very plague of his 
life, not only invading his camp by night and carrying 
off every particle of food which they could find, but 
repeatedly stealing his thermometers. The reason for 
this larcenous behavior baffled the great explorer alto- 
gether; he could not understand what foxes could pos- 
sibly want with scientific instruments. But their an- 
nual change of attire may explain it. No doubt the 
animals in question are keenly interested in the varia- 
tions of temperature, and anxious above all things to 
know when it is time to think about putting on their 
summer clothing; and, of course, a thermometer would 
serve as a guide. 

Among the birds the most notable change of 
plumage for climatic reasons is that of the ptarmigan. 
No one looking for the first time upon a ptarmigan in 
its summer costume, side by side with another in its 
winter dress, would dream that the two birds were 
identical. One is ashy-gray, mottled and marbled with 
chesnut and black, the other perfectly white. The 
reason is that ptarmigan in summer time have to crouch 
among rocks which are covered with mosees and lichens, 
while in winter they sit upon snow; and nature dreeses 
them to suit their surroundings. The resemblance in 
each case is exact. You might stare straight at a 
ptarmigan in summer from a dozen yards away and be 
utterly unable to distinguish it from the rocks, while 
in winter you would be equally unable to discern it 
upon the snow. At the same time the bird has the sat- 
isfaction of being clothed in accordance with the ther- 
mometer. 

The black-headed gull, too, is black-headed only in 
summer. All through the rest of the year its head and 
neck are as white as the rest of its body. The change 
takes place just about the time when the birds desert 
the seashore for the great inland marshes in which they 
breed; and the odd thing is that no sort of moult is in- 
volved. The feathers slowly darken till they become 
almost black, and black they remain till the summer 
ia over; then the dark hue gradually fades and in about 
a fortnight's time the birds are entirely white once more.

A tuft of long feath- 
ers grows on either side of the neck, and the throat is 
swathed in a mass of dense plumes, which are always 
gay of hue, but are differently colored in every indi- 
vidual. Then the bird parades slowly up and down be- 
‘fore the particular lady on whom his affections are set. 
Other gallants, equally desirous to please, do the same, 
and the natural result is a row. Day after day ruffs 
meet by dozens to fight, while the reeves look calmly 
on. Plumes are torn and feathers fly, till halt the 
combatants, perhaps, own themselves worsted. Then 
the gentle beings for whose sweet sake the battle has 
been waged bestow themselves upon the conquerors, 
and ruff and reeve go happily off together to enter 
upon the joys of matrimony. 

Mallards adopt timilar tactics—bar the fighting— 
when they feel the pangs of the tender passion coming 
on, but can scarcely be said to play fairly; for no sooner 
has their gayety of plumage had the desired effect and 
won for them partners of their joys and sorrows than 
they throw off their brilliant garb and appear in the 
somber plumage of their mates. One cannot but feel 
sorry for the ducks, who choose their suitors purely for 
their good looks, only to find immediately that their 
beauty is not even skin deep. 

Newts, too, have a special garb for their seasons of 
courtship,the lower part of the body becoming rich 
orange red, while a beautiful wavy crest develops upon 
the back from the neck to the base of the tail. But 
most gorgeous of all in its summer array is the mascu- 
line stickleback, which any inexperienced observer 
might mistakle for an unusually handsome goldfish. 
The plain little silvery-gray fish is absolutely trans- 
formed when it first feels the dawning of love. The 
upper part of its body is clothed in brilliant blue and 
the lower part in richest crimson, while the pale-yellow 
drab of the head is relieved by eyes of verditer green. 
But as male sticklebacks are all equally handsome they 
cannot depend upon their outward charms alone to find 
favor in the eyes of the ladies, while as they each want 
half a dozen wives at least there are not nearly enough 
to go round. So they are compelled to fight, and that 
both fiercely and frequently, if they desire to win their 
brides. The Uttle fishes raise their spines and dash at 
one another with the utmost fury. Each tries to swim 
beneath his antagonist and rip his body open from 
end to end. Sometimes these combats end in the death 
of one or both of the warriors. Sometimes one of the 
two accepts defeat and lives to fight again. But in that 
case he is a marked stickleback—in more senses than 
one—for the rest of the season. No sooner is he de- 
feated than his bright colors fade away, and he is 
doomed to go bridelees till at least the following spring. 
This preys upon his spirits, and generally he hides 
away in some secluded nook where no one can see his 
shame. His conqueror, on the other hand, glows even 
more radiantly than before, es though he had taken the 
hues of his vanquished foe and added them to his own— 
and as far as the gentler sex is concerned he is abso 
lutely irresistible.. THEODORE WOOD. 


GOSNOLD. 


SOMETHING ABOUT THE SMALLEST TOWN IN 
MASSACHUSETTS. 


[Boston Transcript: } Here is a most interesting story 
about “Gosnold,” the smallest town in Massachusetts, 
Hull apparently having lost that distinction. Gosnold 
comprises those little specks of land which, beginning 
at Wood's Hole at the shoulder of old Cape Cod’s 
right arm, extend seaward till they terminate in that 
fatal reef of the Sow and Pigs. Geographically they 
are known as the Elizabeth Islands, and their euphoni- 
Ovg names are to be found in that old nursery jingle: 

“Great Naushon and Nomamessett, 
Uncatena and Weepeckets, 
Nashawena and Pasquanese, 
Cuttyhunk and Penikese.” 

It is a remarkable fact that the smallest of Massa- 
chusetts town meetings should be on the identical spot 
where, almost to a day 300 years ago, Bartholomew 
Gosnold planted the first European settlement in Amer- 
ica. When Gosnold spent the winter on Cuttyhunk 
his company numbered thirty-two souls. The voters 
of Gosnold number just thirty-two today. Cuttyhunk 
is the outermost of the group, and is the seat of gov- 
ernment. At the last election of town officers eight of 
the nineteen offices were filled by Veeders and four 
by Tiltons.

JERUSALEM OF TODAY. 


A NATIVE OF PALESTINE TELLS OF 
THE HOLY CITY.

HERE is a spot within *the Church of the Holy 

Sepulcher in Jerusalem which guides tell us is the 

exact center of the globe. At this piece of in- 
formation we smile, and yet figuratively speaking we 
might say that Jerusalem is the center of the world, for 
the eyes and thoughts of people in all lands are becom- 
ing yearly more attracted to this Holy City. Nations 
are jealously watching it in a manner in which no 
other city has ever been guarded or revered. Nor has 
any other portion of our globe drawn so many visitors 
and so large a number of religious pilgrimages as this 
small, dormant and unprogressive city. It is veritably 
the Mecca of the world. 

Its ancient name was Salem—i. e., Peace. After years 
of specniation as to what the “Yuru” could mean, one 
of the Tel Amarna tabiets has revealed the fact “Yuru” 
stood for “King of.” “El Kuds,” the Arabic name, 
means “the Holy.“ 

Jerusalem is a city of hills and is situated on the 
summit of an elevation 2300 feet high. The present 
town has grown up on the débris of ancient cities 
which preceded it, and in some parts the old remains 
are forty feet below the surface. The hill of Jerusalem 
is surrounded on all sides by mountain ranges which 
recall to our minds the biblical description, “As the 
mountains round about Jerusalem. In the far distance 
toward the east are the high lands of Moab, marked out 


visit its ancient ruins and worship at its shrines and 
to meditate on its past wondrous history. They come 
to see its sacred sites, and thus be better enabled to 
realize the events of vital importance to the world 
which transpired within them. One benefit resulting 
from such a visit is the deepening of one’s faith in bib- 
lical truth, for the old prophecies regarding the city are 
being literally fulfilled in modern Jerusalem. Those in 
connection with ita topography are especially interest- 
ing. The town is being steadily enlarged in exactly the 
direction predicted by Jeremiah in his thirty-first chap- 
ter and verses 38-40 and in chapter xxvi, verse 18. “Zion 
shall be plowed like a field.” The southeastern portion. 
or Mount Zion, is today used by farmers. Yet the hand 
at work is that of the Moslem, who is ignorant of bib- 
lical prophecies, 

Like all ancient cities Jerusalem has for centuries 
been shut in by a city wall. After each of its over- 
throws the walls were reconstructed and the builders 
often utilized stones from the previous structure. This 
has brought about a peculiar feature in the present wall, 
built by Sulleman the Magnificent in 1536-42 A. D. It 
is an interesting mixture of varied architecture. For 
the Byzantine stones have been placed above the re- 
mains from Crusaders’ days, and some Christian ma- 

ry stands above that of pagan Rome. 

The wall of Jerusalem is today two and a half miles 
in circumference and from thirty-five to forty feet high. 
It has thirty-four towers and eight gates. The Jaffa, 
or Hebron Gate, the principal entrance to the city; the 
Zion, or David's Gate; the Dung Gate, or that 
of the Moors; the Golden, or the Eternal 
Gate; St. Stephen's, or the Christian Gate; Her-

An interesting brick tablet, discovered at Tel Amarna, 


Hebrew invasion under Joshua in 1480 B. C. 

It 
has been burnt down and despoiled and its inhabitants 
have been taken captive time and again. Bgyptians, 
Assyrians and Romans have in turn destroyed the town 
and driven out its inhabitants. Notwithstanding their 
repeated captivities the Jews always clung to the land 
with a jealous love, till 135 A. D., when Hadrian caused 
their final dispersion, and they have never fought again 
to repossess the land. In 335 A. D., Constantine erected

Jerusalem became the goal of Christian pilgrims, as 
well as the most sacred spot on earth to the Jew. In 
637 A. D. the Mohammedans became possessors of the 
land and have held despotic sway ever since. The Cru- 
gaders from 1099 to 1187, formed, in the birthplace of 
Christianity, a Christian kingdom, but, alas, for so 
abort a period, and the Moslem has ever since enjoyed 
unbroken dominion in the land which he has trodden 
down and laid waste. .

VERNE PROPHESIES. 


THINKS NOVELS WILL BE SUPPLANTED 
BY NEWSPAPERS 


From a Staff Correspondent. 


ONDON, Juy 1.—Jules Verne, the aged novelist, 
whose stories of the future have so often come 
true, has been saying some particularly interest- 

ing things about the future of romance, as well as about 

himself, and his work at the present time, to a corre- 
spondent who visited him at his home in Amiens. 

The author of “Around the World in Kighty Days,” 
and, by his own confersion, a hundred other works, says: 

i do not think there will be any novels or romances, 
at all events, in volume form, in fifty or a hundred years 
from now. They will be supplanted altogetber by the 
daily newspaper, which has already taken such a grip 
on the lives of the progressive nations. 

“Novels,” Verne went on, “are not necessary, and 
even now their merit and their interest are fast de- 
clining. As historic records, the world will file its 
newspapers. Newspaper writers have leafned to color 
everyday events so well that to read them will give 
posterity a truer picture than the historic or descrip- 
tive novel could do, and as for the nevel psychological, 
they will soon cease to be, and will die of inanition in 
your own lifetime.

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GREW FROM A SEED. 


ONE OF THE STRANGEST PIECES OF 
FURNITURE IN THE WORLD. 


By a Special Contributor. 


HE only chair in the world that is known to have 

grown compiete from a single seed is in the pri- 

vate collection of T. P. Lukens of Pasadena. It 
was brought from Korea several years ago by the cap- 
tain of a trading vessel, who secured it from the native 
owner with considerable difficulty and expense. 

The history of the chair is unique. Twenty years 
before the captain's arrival, the ingenious native selected 
a fertile spot of ground near the cocoanut shack which 
he called home, and here he planted the seed of a 
gingko tree, which, copiously encouraged by sunshine, 
rain and cultivation, sent forth thrifty life, but in this 
case nature was doomed to undergo a course o! dis- 
cipline, for with the same assiduity that he bound and 
compressed his baby daughter's feet, the ambitious 
oriental twisted and trained and tied each new sprout 
of the young tree. For twenty long years he proved 
faithful to the task, never missing a day, always 
watching and studying for effect. Much pruning was 
necessary in order to make the lower branche’ develop 
in size and strength. The chair was carefully formed 
by tying the young and pliable branches together with 
strong fiber ropes, and as the tree expanded, the ropes 
held firm, even though the wood bulged all about them 
in knotty deformity. 

When Capt. Anderson discovered this remarkable

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air, the native, who had grown old during the time 
je had worked so patiently and persistently, was out 
‘nm the broiling sun cutting the chair loose from the 
arth, for at last it had finished its growth, and was 
) read to adorn the interior of the shack. In all his wan- 
derings over land and sea the captain had never be- 
fore caught a man in the act of harvesting chairs, and 
his attention was immediately attracted. After much 
dickering and persuasion he induced the native to part 
with his remarkable specimen of garden furniture; so 
it was carried aboard ship and brought to America. 
The chair weighs over 100 pounds, and is even harder. 
sturdier and more imperishable than oak. It is three 
feet four inches in height, and twenty-five inches in 
width, and some of the knots that formed between the 
binding ropes are twenty-one inches in circumference, 
The bark has been removed, and the surface, ‘which 
is golden brown in color, has taken a fine polish, and 
in spite of its look of lumpy antagonism, it is quite as 
comfortable as the conventional city-made chair. Itis a 
solid mass of nature growth, where branches have 
coiled and curved and intertwined, and for once at 
least, nature achieved the unusual feat of cheating the 
hardware man, the cabinet-maker and the upholsterer. 
The gingko tree, to which this remarkable chair owes 
its being, is in itself one of the most interesting species 
of coniferous trees in the world. It was one of the ear- 
liest types of vegetation to appear on the globe, extend- 
ing far back into the cretaceous period. It is of the spe- 
cles Salisburia adrantifolia, is an archaic form and the 
sole survivor of an otherwise extinct type of vegetation 
that had numerous representatives in the remote gcolog- 


ieal past. 

It is a native of China and Japan, and was introduced 
into Europe in 1754, when it was brought to England, 
and the present living species is not essentially differ- 
eut from the Salisburia adiantoides of Unger, which 
was found in the upper miocene strata of Senegal. Prof. 
Heer detected it in the miocene strata of Greenland, 
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In 1881, Lester P. Ward found a species with smaller 
leaves in the laramic strata at Point of Rocks Station, 
Wyo., and in 1883 it was again discovered in Fort Un- 
fon strata on the lower Yellowstone, but this time with 
larger leaves. 

The gingko tree, in its native haunts, sometimes 
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reaches a height of 100 feet, ad is especially beautiful 
to look upon, for its branches stretch out from the 
trunk like sheaves of maidenhair ferns. The foliage is 
of the most singular character, * there is nothing lixe 
it among the arborescent species of America or Europe 
The leaves are enlarged duplicates of the maidenhal) 
fern, and the tree is nothing more nor less than a th 
tanic impersonation of the delicate growths that peel 
from the rock crevasses, or wrap themselves in thy 
iridescent spray of a mountain stream. : 

The tree sheds its leaves in the fall, and in the early 
summer produces @ nut-like fruit, very ill-smelling whet 
raw, but fragrant and quite palatable when roasted. It 
the botanical gardens at Washington, & gingko tree 
has blossomed and borne fruit, while in other portions 
of America, especially in California, the species thrives 
luxuriantly.

REVIVING ANCIENT PAPYRUS. 


REVIVAL OF THE FIRST OF PAPER STOCK PRO- 
POSED FOR MODERN USE. 


[Detroit Free Press:] Papyrus, supposed by many te 
be an extinct plant, nevertheless does exist in some 4 
of the lake margins of lower Egypt, and occasionally 
is found elsewhere, as, for example, in the famous 
mountains of Arethusa, in Sicily. Whether this be the 
real papyrus antiquorum from which the paper of Egypi 
and Greece was made, or the papyrus corymbosus 
abundant in India, and used for mats, is not sure. Bui 
why should not the papyrus be added to our pape 
stock resources? It probably could be domesticated ir 
Florida swamps and Louisiana bayous, gays the Spring: 
field Republican. Moreover, it might be planted in the 
vast marshes of the Amazon system. Something must 
be done to insure the constant supply of paper; the 
forests of spruce and poplar are not going to last for- 
ever under the drain of the pulp mills, and attention 
should be turned to the rank marsh grasses and sedges, 
among which there must be many which are capable 
of use, and so of cultivation. It may prove a mistake 
to drain and bury all our marshes, even in the North; 
and the apparently irreclaimable gulf inlets, swamps 
and everglades might well be experimented with by 
cultivating the papyrus. The papyri that are found are 
brittle, after some thousands of years, but it is possible 
that the resources of chemistry may better that ten- 
dency. At all events, why is it not worth trying? 


A NEGATIVE PLANT. 92 

[Philadelphia Record: ] Haying has begun and the 
sound of the mower is heard in the land. Now, indeed, 
is the heart of the nature lover full, and his scientific 
soul hungers for the cool shade of the deep woods, 
where many rare and unfamiliar forms of plant lite 
await his patient search. Usually, too, in the most out- 
of-the-way places imaginable, for nature often hides 
her most precious treasures as if jealously guarding 
them from extermination. 

The densely-wooded slopes of the Wissahickon and 
its tributaries are in no respects an exception to this. 
case. In some of the cool ravines, beneath the shelter- 
ing cedar pine and hemlock, the little parasitic, but 
nevertheless interesting, Indian pipe or ghost flower 
may be found pushing its nodding waxen bells up 
through the brown carpet of pine needles. It is a 
ghoulish parasite—that is, its matted roots subsist 
either upon the stolen juices of living plants or the de- 
caying matter of dead ones. A negative plant truly is 
this, as it rises colorless, cold and clammy in the woods 
like a company of grim specters. The flowers, if cut or 
bruised, turn blackish very soon; so if you desire to 
keep a specimen several days, perhaps to study or pho- 
tograph, I would advise you to dig the plant up, roog 
and all, and place it in a saucer filled with water.

That distinctly simplifies 
matters, and should encourage women amateurs whose 
ambition rises above common forms of progression.

In it are thousands of square miles of rubber 
forests—no one knows how many thousands: thousands 
of square miles of jungle—no one knows how many; 
thousands of miles of river that no one has ascended: 
and savages that are cannibals. 

From the borders of civilization in South America 
itself, the journey into Acre is not one of days, but of 
months. Three governments squabble more or less con- 
stantly over its possession. But in actuality the hand 
of no government has been strong or far-reaching 
enough to rule it, except spasmodically and with little 
success. 

But out of this unknown land there drifted the news 
one day about three years ago that a new republic had 
been born to the Americas—the republic of Acre. Later 
came an announcement that a diplomatic representative 
of the new sister would start soon to introduce himself 
in Washington. Then followed silence, broken once or 
twice with scraps of news of fabulous wealth in rubber 
and rare woods. 

And then the republic of Acre went up in smoke. 

Who has not read Kipling’s “The Man Who Would 
be King?” That man's comrade came back after many 
adventures and told the story of the kingship and the 
bloody ending. The Man Who Would be King of Acre 
still has to tell his story. He was a dreamer, too. And 
he, too, builded his kingdom with his two bare hands.

But with it all they tried 
to bulld empire as empires are builded today, partly with 
rifle and sword, but mostly with barter and ledger. Rub- 
ber began to pour out, carried down the broad rivers 
to the coast and reaching the ships. For a long while 
none of the more or less easy-go-lucky governments 
around them perceived what was going on. So it hap- 


pened that before a year was ended American business 


men were buying rubber and woods from these Kings 
of Ruritania without knowing that the money that they 
paid for it went to enrich as romantic a band as ever 
cut its way to fortune. 

Still it is a sad commentary on the rough path that 
is prepared in this world for the righteous that the 
very fact that the kings of Acre sought 
to increase their substance by honest trade should have 
led to their undoing. But so it was. Had they been 
content to sit in sloth and seize what money they could 


left in practical peace for years. For revolutions and 
proclaimed republics and dictatorships spring up 


throughout South America like mushrooms. But pros- 


perity brought envy down upon Acre. Settlers began 
to pour in. Most of them did not know what kind 
of a republic this was, and less cared. One government 
is much like another there. It is like the saying about 
rum, only turned around. There are poor ones, and 
poorer ones, but there ain't any good governments.”

port that I cannot afford to have upholstered at shops— 
curtains for lower part of bookcase—curtain for lower 
part of handsome old clock frame (seven feet high,) of 
which I wish to make a cabjnet (cannot afford to have 
works put in it;) soft pillows and so on—all of these 
things I can have. The ceilings are very low; so low 
they always show in looking from one room to another

them. Shall I move them up? I can only have just a 
little silk drapery and perhaps for a farmhouse some- 
thing else would be more suitable, anyway. The long 
dining-room is dining-room only on state oc- 
easions, being  sitting-room and MIibrary also. 
"All its furniture is walnut, and a good 
deal of it, of course, in its triple capacity. The 
carpet around the sides and ends is same as the parior 
(a gray green and white,) the center being filled with 
a drugget in dark olive gen and oak. Now, with so 
much walnut furniture, and this floor covering, what 
color shall the woodwork be? And the paper? Can 
they be harmonized—and yet look nice with the parlor? 
And what shall the table cover be, and the curtains for 
bookcase and old clock, and cover for mahogany Daven- 
port, all to be found in this big room? Ie there any- 
thing better than felt for table covers? And what shall 
be done with the little hall, so as to make it harmonize 
with dining-room and bedroom beyond, which has also 
walnut furniture? This bedroom is to have new paper, 
paint and carpet as you direct. (Could I make a rag 
drugget for bedroom?) Would you cut out the wall 
space at foot of stairs, thus throwing the little five- 
foot hall into dining-room, or have it as it is, and put 
a couch and pillows there? As it is—it is a little dark 
in mornings—but light in afternoons from window at 
top of stairs. The doors, opening on porch, and the 
others in hall, each have glass; how shall I curtain them 
to get pretty light? I want to avoid using materials at 
windows or anywhere else that will fade, or only be 
pretty one season. The blue-curtalned space in kitchen, 
dignified by being called ‘breakfast room,’ is papered 
in dead blue, with golden brown woodwork. What 
shall the carpet be? Besides the material mentioned I 
have a pair of Turkoman curtains—crimson with bands 


of tawny brown and olive—several good willow rock- 
ers, a quaint hundred-year old wooden chair, a swell-

(eight feet.) The windows, except in parlor are all the 
old-time twelve lights. Can anything be done with 
them? The floors are not good, except in parlor and 
bedroom, and they are not handsome floors, though 
smooth. But in spite of those drawbacks the rooms are 
pleasing. By an accident, the openings are 0 placed 
as to make an almost spacious appearance, and even in 
the kitchen the openings are just right for a pretty effect. 
I want to accentuate the vista-like appearance of spa- 
ciousness, and as the doors are always open, to have 
the whole floor harmonious and rich in color. Can I ac- 
complish this, just with paint, paper, and loose covers 
for objectionable or inharmonions furniture? I am 
handy with tools and paints to some little effect (that 
is my work is quite crude) and | am very patient. 
Perhaps I would do a panel in paste! or something in 
tapestry or help out in some such way. (I have been 
out of the world for several years and do not know what 
I may do.) The parlor has handsome red paper (scroll 
pattern,) in shades between mulberry-red and rose; a 
body Brussels bordered carpet, ground work a ‘pepper 
and salt” effect in gray green, faint yellow and dull 


maroon, closely covered with greenish-white leaves; |

You are right in thinking the possibilities of your 
home are great and I can compliment you on your 
power of discription. Rather than give you a specific 
scheme for your house I would suggest a point of view. 
Simplicity, harmony, of color tone, and an air of home- 
like counting comfort is what you must have in mind 
before beginning the work. Formulate your scheme 
as to color, even to the most insignificant detail before 
you make a move. Your parlor should be built up 
from the red of the wall paper. Any objectionable piece 
of furniture may be recovered with materials in har- 
monizing shades, of such quality as your purse will per- 
mit. Should you use denim for the plain coverings, you 
will find that flowery-figured chintzs on white ground 
will blend effectively, straight curtains of such chints 
hung over the Nottingham lace curtains will go far to- 
wards giving it the desired air, coziness and comfort. 
Your paint throughout should be ivory white with sof? 
glaze. Your dining-room would look well with walls 
of strong, yet soft shade of yellow, with curtains of 
quaintly-flowered blue and white créton stuff. Have 
window shades of a creamy-yellow throughout the house. 
The curtains for bookcase and clock case may be of old 
blue, sofa curtains to be of yellow silk, plain-blue denim 
and flowered blue and white stuff.

First of the Kind on Record. 


HE story reached me from the lips of Mr. Calkins, the 

engineer. He tells a queer incident of his life, 
while engineer of 9 freight train on the Lake Shore 
Railroad, stating that a young man who recured a 
position as brakeman on his train had suffered se 
verely from the bite of a buge blacksnake.

up the brakes. He rushed over the roofs of the rear 
cars, which were wet and slippery, and succeeded in 
putting on the brakes of each car. When he reached 
the fourth car from the rear he balanced himself and 
prepared to tighten the brake. As he grasped what he 
thought was the brake, something struck him in the 
face, knocking him down upon the roof of the car and 
nearly hurling him from the train. 

fle was thunderstruck at the strange blow that had 
felied him, and for a moment clung to the roof of the 
car, terror-stricken and speechless. After recovering his 
self-possession he started to take hold of the brake 
again, when he heard a hissing noise. For a moment 
he hesitated, and then, thinking the startling noise 
came from the engine, he grasped the top of the brake 
again with both hands. The next instant he jumped 
into the air and gave a yell of pain. 

The train was instantly stopped, and the engineer and 
fireman, rushing back, found him reclining on the roof 
of the car, moaning as if suffering from intense pain. It 
seems what he thought was the brake was nothing else 
than a huge blackenake, fifteen or eighteen feet in 
length, that had coiled itself up on the end of the car 
in such a manner that he mistook the terrible reptile for 
the brake. He was badly bitten in three places on his 
hands and arms and suffering terribly. 

The snake began unwinding itself as soon as the train 
stopped, and, sliding off the car, soon disappeared it a 
thicket at the side of the track. The brakeman was 
taken to his home, remedies were applied and he was 
soon in a fair way to recovery. Engineer Calkins says 
this is the first instance of the kind on record.—[New 
York Times.

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SCRIPTURAL STUDY. 
The Book of Books. 


— 

UMMER Bible schools are at this time assembling 
S in the East in classes taught by men eminent for 

Biblical echolarship. These conventions prove a 
deepened interest in scriptural knowledge. A feature 
of the exercises at Northfield, Maas., this month, was a 
twilight service on Round Top, addressed by the Rev. 
C. W. Gordon, better known as “Ralph Connor.“ author 
of The Man from Glengarry” and “The Sky Pilot.” ite 
spoke on frontier mission work. These classes can but 
stimulate a study of various versions of the Bible and 
lend new interest to such names as Jerome and Wy- 
cliffe. 

Among recent scriptural publications the Temple Bar 
Series comes in daintily produced volumes with instruc- 
tive notes. Bach volume contains a “Synchron.sm of An- 
cient History” and gives a catalogue of English literary 
productions, which have been enriched by Biblical ref- 
erence. The text is that of the authorized version. The 
work of editor and publisher makes a direct appeal to 
the student of literature and sacred history. For what- 
ever may be the imperfections of the various versions, a 
book that has lived, while millions of famous books 
have perished, is seen to possess a marvelous signif- 
cance, and no work of genius could have the vital in- 
terest of this book of books. Its psalms and hymns, it 
parables and symbols, its dreams and visions lead, not 
only into the remote life of the Greek, Latin, Syriac- 
Egyptian and Armenian, but also into medieval Eng- 
land, and the fervors of its scholasticism, where many 
names are set for lasting remembrance. Its mysterious 
and true admonitions unfold a wonderful story of God's 
love and care from Genesis to Apocalypse, by which 
the humblest child of earth may walk and be not afraid, 
Nature, which is the work of His hand, calls through 
ita laws to a knowledge of the Creator, as the precepts 
of the Bible speak of a divine Law-giver to the heart 
of faith. The scholarly notes appended to the Tem- 
ple Bar Series of The Book of Moses, Called Numbers,” 
give the reader many interesting explanations concern- 
ing the written text, and vindicate the historical claims 
of scripture. They may remind the student of the words 
of an eminent Biblical scholar, who said recently in The 
Tablet, “Some sixty years ago Ferdinand Christian Baur 
founded the Tubingen School of Scriptural Criticism. 
The factor which gave this school existence and influ- 
ence was the thesis of Baur that New Testament history 
and the Testament documents, such as we know them, 
were the products of a religious compromise, effected no 
earlier than the last part of the second century of our 
era. It was all en attempt to prove that the facts of 
history and the doctrines of the Bible were in contra- 
diction. Now the most accredited representatives of 
the same Tubingen movement declare categorically that 
their predecessors were mistaken, and that a later and 
more accurate study of the sources of information has 
demonstrated the exactness of the ancient tradition that 
they had pushed aside.” 

In our age of printing it is difficult to understand the 
early labors of preserving the books of the Bible. 
Learned monks were constantly employed in copying 
the Biblical books with the pen. When the modern lan- 
guages of Europe sprang from the Latin, the Bible was 
translated into these languages. The venerable Bede, 
who translated the scriptures into Saxon, the language 
of England, died while dictating the last verse of St. 
John's gospel. 

Schlegel, who calls attention in his works to the 
German transiation of the Bible, says that Luther had 
not the whole merit of the translation, but that he se- 
lected the best parts of transiations existing before his 
time, and was assisted in this labor by several of his 
friends, among them “the indefatigable Melancthon.” 
“We owe him nevertheless the highest gratitude for 
placing in our hands this most noble and manly model 
of German expression,” he states, and says that in no 
Other modern language have so many Biblical words 
and phrases come into the use of common life and 
thereby much has been added to the power, simplicity 
and eloquence of German literature. 

Notwithstanding the fact that Voltaire drew men by 
the sophistry of his wit into whirlpools of atheistic 
philosophy, and that Rousseau and his coadjutors set 


false lights before the people, the study of the Bible 


is vastly on the increase. The earnestness of the pur- 
pose which is sending the truths of Christianity to all 
lands, the wide interest in the various interpretations, 


. gives special importance to the words of a learned di- 


vine of the Catholic University of Baltimore. He writes, 
“The Bible is human, because it was written in a hu- 
man language, by members of the human family and 
addressed to the human understanding, and to the hu- 
man heart and to the human soul. Its thoughts were 
written with the assistance of a human intellect, with 
the consent of a human will and with the resource of a 
human memory, and were colored by the creative fac- 
ulties of the human imagination. 

“The truths taught in scripture all come in some way 


. from God; but they were molded into shape and took 
form in the human brain; they made human nerves vi- 


brate; they made a human heart pulsate: they made 
a human mind operate, and they ran from the fingers 
of a human hand of to the pages of the inspired Book, 


_ in the very moment of its composition. The words also, 


when written down, were human words, belonging to 
some family of human language, and are to be inter- 
preted in accordance with the general principles also 
of rational hermeneutics. All this is most reasonable. 
For it is clear that if God wishes to teach man by means 
of inspired scripture he must teach him not in the lan- 
guage of angels, but of men. The result is that while 
the Bible is authoritative because it is the word of God, 


it is also intelligible because it is the word of man. It 
is a perversion of the proper concept of inspiration 
to represent it as reducing the sacred writer to a mere 
machine. Inspired men did not receive the Bible al- 
ready printed, bound, clasped and illuminated. They 
wrote it with conscious effort of head, hand aad heart. 

oe God could bave written the sacred books as He 
wrote the sentence of Belshazzar on the walls of his pal- 
ace at Babylon, or just as He wrote the Ten Command- 
ments for Moses on the tables of stone. He could 
have written the Bible, with an iron pen and with 
lead on the rocks forever, or He could have carved it in 
huge, indelible hieroglyphics upon some crag of the 
Rocky Mountains, or He could have blazoned it forth 
on the blue vault of heaven, in letters of burnished gold 
where all the world might read. He could, no doubt, 
but He preferred to write it with the codéperation of a 
human intellect, and with the consent of a human will, 
and with the resources of a human memory, and with 
the coloring of a human imagination. He preferred 
to save men by the instrumentality of men. He pre- 
ferred to use human minds as the channels of His com- 
munications, because thus the message would be more 
réiidily received, and more thoroughly assimilated, and 
more lastingly retained, and more vividly colored by 
human reasoning and by human suffering. It ts pe- 
cisely this human tint, this stamp of the children of 
Adam, that makes this book so congenial, so intelligi- 
ble and so clear to us as it is. With its endless varie- 
ties of human characters and temperaments, with its 
ceaseless display of human sentiments and human pw 
sions and with its ever-varying aspects of God's maz y- 


| 
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sided truths, the Bible is by all means the most intensely 
interesting book in the wide world. St. Cyril of Jeru- 
salem uses a beautiful simile to explain the varying 
action of the Holy Spirit in differently constituted men. 

“One and the same rain falls from heaven upon the 
whole world, yet it becomes white in the lily, and red 
in the rose, and purple in the pansy and in the violet. 
In itself, however, it is invariable, and changes not, but, 
by adapting itself to the nature of each thing it be- 
comes what is appropriate to each. It is the same in 
the reading of scripture.” 

The author urges further the divine elements of a 
book of which God is the author and whose revelations 
and inspirations treat of “the deep things of the soul.” 
Of the book of Genesis this writer says glowing words 
which should be written on the hearts of men. 

“It is a primeval hymn. It is an inspired song of 
creation. Pecause it contains the most profound theol- 
ogy, it must have been placed at the head of the Book 
to teach the most essential truths of natural and spirit- 
ual religion. By implication it teaches the existence of 
God, because it is He who created. It teaches the eter- 
nity of God, because He was, before the things which 
He created in time. It teaches the spirituality of God 
because He created the first matter. It teaches the omni- 
potence of God, because He created all things out of 
nothing. It teaches the free will of God because He 
inaugurated a new order of things. It teaches the wis- 
dom of God because He brought order out of chaos. It 
teaches the infinity of God because it represents Him 
as existing beyond all limitations of time and space.” N 

C. Buchanan Gray in “The Fourth Book of Moses, 
Called Numbers,” has written a beautiful historical in- 
troduction and calls attention to the large amount of 
Hebrew poetry in the Book of Numbers.

the copper industry of the United States. The importance 
‘of this industry may be better realized when it is stated 
that the value of the copper produced in the United 
States is now greater than the gold production. Call- 
fornia and the Southwest play no insignificant part in 
furnishing this output of the useful yellow metal. The 
three principal producers of copper in 1901 were Mon- 
tana, Michigan and Arizona. The Mining Review states 
that there are twenty-five copper mines in the world 
annually producing over 10,000,000 pounds of copper, of 
which four are in Arizona, and one in California. Twenty 
per cent. of the great copper mines of the world is not 
a bad showing for this south western corner of the United 
Btatcs.

Date Cu:ture in Arizona. 


T 18 probable that before many years the culture of 
J the date in Arizona may become quite an important 


“The government is going into the basiness of date 
culture on a large scale At the experiment station, 
north of Phoenix, Ariz., there has just been planted the 
largest date orchard in America, and perhaps in the 
world. Five acres have been planted—of various brands 
and species imported from Africa, besides about one 
thousand seedlings. The big orchard here is planted 
from the suckers secured by Prof. Fairchild. 

“The Department of Agriculture seems to have no 
doubt that the date palm will ultimately solve the prob- 
lem of what to do with the arid and alkali lands of 
Arizona and other western localities. Expertments 
which have been in progress for several years here by 
the government stations and private owners and grow- 
ers have demonstrated the great possibilities of the 
industry. Prof. D. G. Fairchild, agricultural explorer 
for the department, now traveling in Africa, has pro- 
cured stock from the delta of the Nile, which he has 
shipped to the department, and which-are being distrib- 
uted in the southwestern part of the country. 

“The date palm, although grown profitably only in 
arid and semi-arid degions, is not, in the proper sense 
of the word, a desert plant. It requires a supply of 
moisture at the roots, and at the same time it delights 
in a perfectly dry and very hot climate. The date palm 
is able to stand much more cold than the orange tree, 
but not eo much as the peach tree. 

While the culture of the date fruit is new in the 
United States, the date palm has long been grown in 
some localities. In Florida,. California and Arizona 
and restricted areas in a few States it has been grown 
in the open ground. In Florida it seldom fruits, and 
the fruit produced is, from an economic standpoint, 
practically worthless. At Altar and Hermosillo, in So- 
nora, the early plantings of the mission fathers have 
been continued to the present time, and many seed- 
ling dates growing in these cities and other places in 
Sonora are now producing a fairly good quality of fruit, 
bunches of which occasionally find their way to Ameri- 
can cities. 

“At Tucson, Ariz., a large date palm, twenty-five feet 
in height, is growing on a ranch owned by Joaquin 
Carillo. This date was planted prior to 1865, and is 
probably the oldest date tree in Arizona. At Yuma, 
however, there are records of dates that have been 
bearing ten to fifteen years, and it is probable numbers 
of them have fruited for a number of years longer. The 
earliest dates raised in California were grown at the 
missions along the coast at San Diego and northward, 
@ region where the date palm grows to the size of large 
trees and frequently blossoms, but where the fruit does 
not perfectly develop, on account of the humidity of 
the atmosphere and lack of intense heat. In a few 
Places in California dates planted by the mission fathers 
are still standing, while others have gone to decay within 
the last few years. : ; 


Alt is now an established fact that dates of a good 


quality and in commercial quantities can be produced 


in the warmer parts of Arizona, Mexico and Calitor- | 
nia. During the past year, at the government experi- 
ment station farm, near Phoenix, three imported trees 
bore more than 500 pounds, the fruit ripening between 
August and January. The fruit placed on the market 
sold at 26 cents per pound, wholesale, at Phoenix. 
Thousands of pounds could have been sold at this price. 
Packed in neatly-labeled boxes, they retailed at 50 to 
70 cents per pound. The seedling date trees in various 
parts of the Territory bore, last year, forty to 200 pounds 
per tree, those of good quality sold at 25 cents a pound. 
For some years yet the principal part of the dates 
Fron in the region will be on seedling trees. Not less 
than 2000 trees have been planted during the last two 
years by ranchers near Phoenix, and most of them are in 
fine condition.” 


Inyo County Minerals 


HE State Mining Burean recently issued a register 

of mines and minerals of Inyo county, together with 
a map of the county. The following snyopsis of the 
register is from the Los Angeles Mining Review: 

“Among other information contained in the register 
is that Owens Lake is the largest producer of natural 
soda in the United States. Government experts have 
estimated that there are several millions of. tous of car- 
bonate and bi-carbonate of soda held in solution in the 
waters of the lake. Sulphate of soda is found in vast 
beds covering large areas in the ‘dry lakes’ of the desert 
regions. 

“Another fact to which attention is drawn in the reg- 
ister is that over 35,000 acres of niter lands have been 
located in the southeastern portion of the county, but 
are as yet undeveloped. 

“Among minerals of commercial value which are 
known to exist in quantity in Inyo county are asbestos, 
baryte, bismutite, iron, platipum, potter’s clay, sulphur 
and compounds of magnesia and manganese. The fol- 
lowing jewelers’ materials are found: Chrysocolla, 
datolite, flourtte, garnet, quartz, grossularite, lepidolite 
and obsidian. 

“The register has lists of 267 quartz mines in the 
county, of three placer and beach mines, and one hy- 
draulic mine. There are thirty-one mills of various 
kinds in the county with a total of 141 stamps. In ad- 
dition to these mines and mills and minerals, there are 
in the county no less than sixty mineral springs.” 


California's Water Supply. 


OLLOWING is an extract from a bulletin recently 

issued by the United States Geological Survey, on the 
subject of land and water values in Southern California: 

“The State of California is particularly alive to the 
value latent in its running streams. This is largely due 
to the object lesson presented in the remarkable increase 
in land values and productive capacity of sections where 
the water supply has been intelligently utilized. Sev- 
eral thousand dollars were raised by private subscrip- 
tion for a thorough investigation of the supply to be ob- 
tained from certain watersheds in the State, and the 
subscribing organizations made application to the hy- 
drographic branch of the United States Geological Sur- 
vey for careful measurements of flow and other investi- 
gations relative to the existing conditions of forestry 
and typography upon three typical watersheds. As a 
result of these studies, conducted by J. B. Lippincott. 
hydrographer of the Geographical Survey in California 
it was found possible to obtain an annual output of 
nearly 650,000 acre-feet of water, or enough to cover 
annually an area of that extent to a depth of one foot, 
the estimated cost of installed capacity being about $8 
per acre-foot. The water would be obtained from stor- 
age reservoirs and from pumping plants to be operated 
electrically by power generated by the neighboring 
streams. 

“It is believed that the addition to the resources of the 
State of this amount of water for irrigation purposes 
would be sufficient to support an additional 100,000 
people, and would add in farm values fully $20,000,000 
to the taxable property of the State, irrespective of the 
increase in town and city property which would of ne- 
cessity follow.” 


Crops for the Desert. 


ROF. DAVY recently visited points on the Colorado 

Desert for the State University, and has prepared a 
bulletin relating to crops that he believes are adapted 
to the desert sections. After referring to barley and 
alfalfa, Prof. Davis says: 

“Beets should do well as a winter crop on the lighter, 
sandy soils. It is not likely that sugar beets can be 
profitably grown on the heavier soils, as the sugar con- 
tent and purity co-efficient are likely to be low. 

“The Mangel Wurzel (var. rapa) is a valuable cat- 
tle food, but is not likely to stand the summer heat; it 
should be tried as a winter crop for summer feeding, 
as an addition to the alfalfa ration. 

“It is probable that all of the sorghum races, both 
saccharine and non-saccharine will thrive and will 
prove important forage crops, as they are in Northeast- 
ern Texas. The sorghums include not only sorghum, but 
also Kaffir corn, Jerusalem corn, Egyptian corn, Durra, 
Millo maize, broom corn and Guinea corn. 

“Four crops of Jerusalem corn have been obtained at 
Indio from a single sowing. This variety is said to be 
rather more prolific than Egyptian corn, though both 
thrive well there and at Calexico. 

“On account of the scarcity of sorghum seed in the 
market and its high price, it might be profitable to raise 
it for seed as well as for forage. 

“The Smyrna fig industry has now been placed on 
what seems to be a thoroughly firm basis, and the qual- 
ity of the California product ia superior to that of the

Charles Sumner was a signal fire in the old slavery 
times. 

He kindled the hearts of men and set their souls 
aflame against the wrong of slavery. Whenever he 
spoke, the multitude drew near to listen, and when they 
had heard, they believed. 

The Sumners lived in Boston. Charles was the oldest 
of nine children. Both his father and mother liked 
the better things of life, and were fond of books and 
of the kind of people that are really worth while. Mr. 
Sumne, the father, held the office of High Sheriff of 
the county for a number of years, and was much re- 


spected. 

The family had a pleasant, comfortable home, and 
the children often saw, as guests of their parents, many 
of the noted men of the day. 

Charles was sent to the Boston Latin School, and 
when he finished his studies there, at 15 years old, 
whom do you suppose made the address to his class? 
It was not the president of the Board of Education, 
nor the Superintendent of Schools, nor even the Mayor; 
it was the President of the United States—John Quincy 
Adams. 

“Charles Sumner,” was one of the names read off for 
prizes that day, but none of those that he received 
were for excellence in either arithmetic or algebra.

Charles had finished at the Latin school. The lad en- 
tered Harvard, and devoted himself to siudy. He was 
not one of the wild kind; his life was pure and honor- 
able: he did not swear, as many boys seem to think 
it is necessary to do.

He devoured books. When he wished, to “look up 
a subject, he could get out of a book all there was in 
it in the quickest time and the most succesuful manner 
possible. Often when one student asked another for 
some knowledge that could be found in books, the an- 
swer would be, Ask Sumner; he'll know it.” 

When be graduated from Harvard he could not de- 
cide what he wanted to do next. 

“Would you like to study medicine?” asked his 
father. No: he hated bones and blood. 

“Would you like to be a minister? He did not feel 
“called” to that. 

“The law, then?” Well—maybe—he would prefer to 
be a college professor or a writer, he thought. A year 
Was spent in quiet study at home before he made up 
his mind what profession he preferred. 

He said to his father, “I did not like the mathematics 
in school, and I neglected them. I must study them 
now; and he did. He spent hours every day over 
them and over his loved classics. Often he studied 
etghteen hours out of the twenty-four. He was so 
strong and vo well that he seemed able to work both 
day and night. 

When a year had passed he said to his father, “I have 
decided; ite law.” And he entered the law school of 
Harvard College. 

In every hour that he could spare from his studies 
he was reading, reading, reading. 

Judge Joseph Story was one of Fumner's professors 
in the law school. He was not only a great jurist, but 
he was a great man in every respect. Sumner admired 
and revered him more than anyone else he had ever 
known, and the judge became his warm friend. 

“I will be a jurist,” said Sumner; “I do not wish so 
much to practice law, but I wish to understand it, write 
upon it, become a professor of it in the college, per- 
haps.” 

When he graduated from the law school he took a 
vacation, visiting Philadelphia and Washington. - Judge 
Story gave him letters of introduction to well-known 
people in both cities, and he began, almost for the 
first time, to like society. There was no question about 
the fact that society liked him. He was over six feet | 
tall, with broad shoulders, a good carriage, and an air | 
of strength. His head was large, his forehead high, 
and he had nut-brown hair. which he brushed back 
in full waves. His complexion was fair, and his eyes, 
which were a deep blue, had a way of looking straight 
at anyone to whom he was talking. When he smiled, 
it was not the lips only that showed pleasure, but the 
whole face. 

After his awkward days were passed he had an ease 
of manner which, added to his enthusiasm and intelli- 
gence, made him a happy addition to any company of 
men and wemen. 

When he came back to Boston after his vacation days 
were over, he went into his law office and worked 
harder than ever. His fondness for books left him 
little time to epend with people, but there were a few 
that he loved and often visited; among there was the 
poet Longfellow. The friendship between them lasted 

all their lives. 

When Sumner was 26 years old, he made up his mind 
to go to Europe, “To study books and men and lan- 
guages,” he said. He carried letters of introduction to

for war against Mexico. Some people did not like 
things that Sumner said, but they had to admit that 
astonished even Boston. 

He was in great demand after that speech. If Har- 
vard College wanted to celebrate some great occasion, 
or the Peace Society wanted to gain public approval, 
or any institution anywhere about Boston wanted a 
splendid speech, they asked Sumner. And de never 
could have done it all had he not in his early and 
leisure years filled himself with knowledge which now 
he had only to lay his hand upon and use it where he 
would. 

For almost a century the people of the United States 
had been discussing slavery. There were many differ- 
ent opinions about it “It is wrong-all wrong,” said 
the Quakers; “but war, too, is wrong.” 

Part of the abolitionists said that it ought to be 
ended at once and completely, even if the government 
went all to pieces. Others thought that slavery was an 
evil, but that it could not be abolished without in jus- 
tice to the slave holders. 

The South itself said, “Hands off! You attend to your 
affairs. and we'll attend to ours.” What do you sup- 
pose thousands of northern people, who were not slave 
holders answered to this? “Yes, that's right; well-bred 
people always attend to their own affairs, and slavery 
is no concern of ours.” \ 

Yet here and there, all through the North there were 
men and women ready to help the runaway slaves who 
were trying to get to Canada. 

There was many a cellar between Cincinnati and the 
Great Lakes that hid slaves for days at a time, and 
many a garret had secret closets large enough to hold 
a man or woman. Even the children learned to listen 
to strange voices in the night, and to the breathing of 
sleepers in chambers which none of the family ever 
used, and to keep silent about these things. 

The laws of the United States permitted slave owners 
to come right into Boston and other cities, search for 
their runaway slaves, and carry them back to the 
South if they found them. 

Whenever this happened everybody got excited, and 
the discussions about the right and wrong of slavery 
xed hotter than ever. Sumner loved study, and, 
perhaps, at first he was not interested in these dis- 
cussions; but he was one of the Boston mien who saw 
Garrison led through the streets by a mob, with a hal- 
ter round his neck; and he was also one of the few 
who ran to rescue him. He did not stop to ask what 
people would think; when he saw injustice he acted. 
It was not long before his interest was aroused, then 
his sympathy followed, and soon he was an out-and-out 
defender and friend of the anti-slavery people. 

It did not take long for Boston people to let him 
know what they thought of his actions. Many of his 
former friends were very angry with him. In some 
of the splendid homes where he had been an honored 
guest, the doors were now shut upon him. Beautiful 
woman who had been proud of his slightest attention, 
did not see him now, when he met them in the streets. 
Men who had openly courted him before, now said. 
“What? Running with those abolitionis's, is he? That 
settles his social standing?” And they left him out of 
everything.

A HAVEN FOR HOBOS.

HE creat American “hobo,” like other pilgrims, 

has his Mecca—an oasis in the vast unfeeling 

stretches of civilization where unlimited quantities 
of pork and beans, pickled pigs’ feet, chicken pie, and 
other “filling” delicacies may be had for the asking. 


The traveler in the Pullman (mind you, I said “in,” 
not “under,”) as his train draws into the place—the 
littie Santa Fé station of La Junta, in Southeastern 
Colorado—cannot see, very probably, anything attrac- 
tive, about it. Not so the tourist from Hoboland. He 
hails it as a veritable paradise, and with good reason; 
for in this town on the sun-burnt plains is located the 
headquarters of the great system of Harvey hotels and 
lunch counters, and every tramp in the length and 
breadth of the land well knows that none who ask for 
food are ever sent hungry from this, the central house. 

The La Junta devotee is not even a “half-welcome 
guest” to the towns people and depot hands, but little 
cares he; and there is scarcely a train of the dozens 
which pass daily that does not bring its quota. His 
throat and eyes are filled with alkali dust almost to the 
point of suffocation and blindness, yet he is quick to 
locate his natural enemies, and while the train is still 
in motion and the foe at a safe distance, he alights 
with a skill, born of long experience, from blind bag- 
gage, box car or truss rods. As hungry as though he 
had ridden in palace car or Pullman for twelve or 
eighteen hours without eating, he hies him straight- 
way to the Harvey House, only he ig modest and se- 
lects the kitchen entrance. 

The reason of this hospitality? Rumor is abroad 
among the fraternity of tramps that the elder Harvey 
was himself a knight of the road in the days of long 
ago—before he thought of establishing the firet of his 
eating-houses, so, say they, “he could understand.” 
Rumor also says that a clause in his will provides that 
food shall be given any deserving applicant. Be that 
as it may, many tramps, sometimes as many as fifty 
or sixty a day, are fed at La Junta.

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Copper and Consumption. 


CORRESPONDENT of The Times, writing from 
Beaumont, Cal., calls attention to an asserted cure 
for consumption that is being advertised by a com- 

pany at Kalamazoo, Mich. It is entitled “The Copper 
Cure for Consumption.” An eastern magazine contains 
@ page advertisement of this asserted remedy, and cir- 
culars describing it are being distributed. In this cir- 
cular the statement is made that certain of the lower 
animals do not have tuberculosis, and that experimen- 
tal research for the purpose of finding the reason for 
this revealed the presence of copper in the blood of such 
animals, and the absence of iron as an element of the 
blood of higher animals and men. The names of these 
“lower animals” are not given. It is also asserted that 
in the copper regions men working in copper mines 
and in copper-smelting mills are practically immune 
from consumption. The correspondent suggests that 
water impregnated with copper is injurious to the sys- 
tem, and that the fumes from copper ore roasting are 
exceedingly hard on the lungs, so much so that only 
men having sound, strong lungs can endure the fumes 
about the smelters. If this is a fact, then it can read- 
ily be seen why no men with weak lungs are to be 
found in the smelting mills. 

The suggestion of this correspondent is pertinent. As 

_ The Times has frequently said, all these so-called con- 
sumption cures should be viewed with doubt, or suspi- 
cion. Most of them are money-making schemes, and 
hundreds of them have been brought forward and proved 
— or even injurious, during the past half cen- 
ury. 

Again The Times remarks that a case of consump- 
tion which cannot be cured by the natural method of 
living night and day in the open air, where the air is 
dry, and eating as much as can be digested of nourish- 
ing but easily digestible food, including a considerable 
quantity of cream or oil, with oil injections, may gen- 
erally be given up as hopeless. 

Meantime, enterprising and more or less unscrupulous 
men, also well-meaning but misguided investizators, 
will continue to hold out false lights to the unfortu- 
nate people whose health has been shipwrecked, in the 
shape of asserted marvelous cures for consumption, and 
they will always find plenty of publications that are 
ready to help them in their efforts.

Hot Weather and Headaches.

CORRESPONDENT writes that he suffers from 

headache or intense pain in the head whenever the 
weather gets more than usually warm, upon exerting 
himself, and asks what he should do. Unless there is 
some organic trouble which would need longer treat- 
ment, this ailment should be quickly cured by a little 
common-sense hygienic treatment. The correspondent 
should start in with a fast of not less than forty-eight 
hours, drinking plenty of distilled or spring water. After 
that, the diet in warm weather should be light. with 
little meat, and that not more than once a day. The no- 
breakfast plan is a good idea for hot weather, substi- 


tuting a glass of hot water, with a little lemon juice. | 


Care should be taken to see that the bowels are kept 
regular. and sufficient daily exercise of a mild kind 
should be taken, so that a little exjra exercise of a se- 
vere kind will not come as a shock to the system. 

An excellent remedy for headaches will be found in 
the barefoot habit going barefoot for half an hour on 
wet grass wherever it is possible, or paddling about 
in shallow water or on the wet ground, and then go- 
ing barefoot during the day whenever opportunity of- 
fera. The blood will be carried away from the head 
and great relief will be found. This is one of the lead- 
ing features of the system advocated by Father Kneip.

A Mineral Water. 


GREAT many differént mineral waters are consumed 

in Los Angeles, some of them coming from near-by 
places, but most of them imported from a distance. One 
of the latest to be introduced here is the Witter Springs 
water, from the medicinal springs of that name in Lake 
county. The water is recommended for ailments of the 
stomach, liver, kidney, bladder, skin and blood. Ac- 
cording to an analysis, published in a report of the 
California State Mineralogist, the water contains 77 
grains of solids to.the gallon, the chief constituents 
being sodium, chloride 17.42 grains, sodium sulphate 
11.50 grains and magnesium sulphate 20.62 grains. The 
water is not a beverage, but is taken in quantities of 
about a wine glassful three times a day, something 
after the way in which the Friedrichhaller and Pulina 
waters of Germany are used. Some Los Angeles peo- 
ple, who have visited the springs, claim that the water 
is as efficacious as the celebrated Carisbad water of 
Germany. 


Colossal Gall. 


HE following truthful and pertinent remarks are 

from the Boston Traveler. These fellows, who have 
taught themselves to believe that the slow poisoning 
of the public is a legitimate business, should be shown 
that they are mistaken: 

As an example of commercial presumption unexcelled, 
the statement of one manufacturer before the Congres- 
sional committee which had in charge a bill to regu- 
late the sale of adulterated food products and provid- 
ing penalties for fraud in connection therewith, is con- 
spicuous. This man gave utterance to a bitter com- 
plaint at what he called “interference with business in- 
terests, because a statute law prescribed that he must 
label as imitations certain composition jellies prepared 
by him. He confessed that since this law was enforced 
bis sales had fallen from a thousand to twenty barrels 
a day. He also gave the interesting information that his 
“currant jelly” was made from apple cores and par- 
ings, or other fruit refuse, boiled to a pulp, stiffened 
with starch, sweetened with glucose, colored with an 
aniline dye and artificially flavored. He could see no 
objection to labeling his stuff as “pure currant jelly” 
and selling it in competition with the pure product. 

The need of legislation to prevent this masquerading 
of imitation foodstufls as the genuine article becomes 
apparent when it is lea ned, on the authority of the 
Medical Record, that there is scarcely a food prepara- 
tion in ordinary use which is not subject to imitation, 
substitution and adulteration by the unscrupulous man- 
ufacturers. It is certainly simple justice that these aub- 
stitutes shall be forced to sail under their true colors, 
that the consumer may be sure he is getting what he 
wants.

HE ingenuity and persistence displayed by persons 

who have become addicted to some drug habit in ob- 
taining what they crave are often extraordinary, and 
would sometimes be humorous were the subject not so 
painful. In Connecticut recently a prisoner puzzled his 
jailers by getting Intoxicated in his cell every day. It 
was finally discovered that he had been sucking whisky 
from a bottle set on the ground outside his cell by some 
friend, the liquid being drawn up through a “pipe line” 
made of dandelion stems, which had been spliced to- 
gether.

OPPORTUNITY FOR SOCIAL SERVICE. 


When we are asked, as many of us are, what good 
can come out of our clubs and club work, we need 
no better and more effective answer than to point to 
these gratifying achievements. Apropos of this sub- 
ject a conversation with Mrs. Irene Macfadyen comes 
to mind, a woman who has worked intelligently and 
successfully in the South in arousing public sentiment in 
behalf of the factory child. I asked her what she con- 
sidered the most necessary work to be done by inter- 
ested women along this line. Her reply was that there 
were absolutely no statistics relating to the subject; 
that women can do no better work than to gather and 
systematically arrange facts concerning the wages and 
conditions of child labor in the mills: inquire into the 
nature and causes of illness and the percentage of chil- 
dren enjoying normal health; also what per cent. of 
these operatives are children of widows and what of 
Idle parents; what is the family wage; how long are 
children worked at night; are they given any lunch; 
and how are they kept awake. In some mills it is 
found that when children become drowsy over their 
work, cold water is dashed in their faces, or they are 
allowed to dip snuff. » 

Touching these suggestions I am sure it will occur 
to all of us that the occasional effort to entertain and 
feast factory children is of small moment compared 
with the good that may be accomplished by an intelli- 
gent study of the conditions that produce such tragic 
results, and a zealous effort toward their speedy re- 
moval.—{Mrs. Rebecca Douglas Lowe, in Gunton's Mag-

SERVANTS IN GERMANY. 

To judge by an article in the “Nouvelle Revue,” the 
servant problem in Berlin, while not less engrossing 
than it is here, is.in some particulars better managed. 
Officialdom has partially taken it in hand. Every Ger- 
man domestic on going into service is obliged to pro- 
cure a little book from the police, a page of which is 
filled up and signed by the head of each successive 
household she enters. This is found to solve the char- 
acter” difficulty in a way that satisfies everybody. More- 
over, rewards are given to servants of good standing. 
The Empress herself decorates with a gold cross any 
servant who has lived in the same family for forty years, 
and the Berlin municipality sets aside each year a 
small sum for distribution among servants with a ten 
years’ record to their name. In spite of this neither 
mistresses nor helps“ are wholly contented. The best 
girls prefer the factories and shops, and the few who 
enter domestic service are described as so uppish that 
the Berlin haus frau would rather choose an utterly 
untaught country girl than an “experienced servant.” 
Wages in Berlin are considerably lower than in London 
or Paris, and about half what they are in New York.

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A BIRDS’ PARADISE. 


MATILIJA CANYON AND SOME OF ITS 
FEATHERED INHABITANTS.

ATILIJA Cafion is the paradise of birds. 

M We met some wise people there who called 
themselves ornithologists; they sald they were 

. surprised and disappointed to find there so few of their 

“feathered friends’—that’s what they called them—but 

as Paradise lays no claim to being thickly populated, 

We maintain our first assertion. 

We, aot being ornithologists nor ologists of any kind, 
were @elighted to find so many—and such friendly crea- 
tures! 

We were not looking for birds, which perhaps made 
a difference: and then it was the first time we had moved 

into a bird neighborhood—that is, where we were taken 
right in ‘as intimate acquaintances. 

The birds in Matilija have no fdea of exclusiveness but 
ö perch amicably on your hammock rope, at first call, and 
establish friendly relations. 7 
: They do not even respect the privacy of the bath, for 
* they will join you in crowds, uninvited, at the morning 
| tubbing, midstream, and duck and spatter at your very 
feet: or pretending to preen themselves on some white 
bowlder, will all the time slyly cock up an Inquisitive, 
knowing eye at the progress of your tollet—which is 
really quite disconcerting. 

But our nearest and most intimate neighbors were 
the humming birds. There were four families of them 
crowded actually under our own vine and fig tree, quite 
as intrusively as if we had all been occupants of a tene- 
} ment house. But we were the intruders. We arrived 
and pitched our tents in what is romantically referred 
to as “the gloaming.” 

In Matilija one drops easily into poetical expression

and high-flown extravagancies, so we came quite nat- 
urally to talk about “the gloaming” and to think it “so 
romantic“ when we stumbled over bowlders or discov- 
ered that the condensed milk had all floated down 
stream. 

It was dark before we were settled, and imagine our 
surprise, the next morning, when we found our break- 
fast table spread just beneath a sycamore branch orna- 
mented with a humming bird's- nest. And there sat 
Mrs. Hummer, just where the fumes from our coffee 
pot must have given ber definite ideas of savory cook- 
' img, and there she swung contentedly, taking in the 
whole scene, and never stirred except to wink a bright 
+ black eve reassuringly while a jolly party of eight went 
from cat meal to griddle cakes, through all the misad- 
ventures and vicissitudes which accompany camp cook- 
ing. 

A few feet away rambled the brook, its banks hidden 
by young willows, and after Mrs. Hummer had assured 
us by her tolerance that she was not in the least an- 
noyed by our close proximity, she darted away, return- 
ing with soft pussy-willow down, which she worked into 
the tiny nest, although there were already two little 
ess within, and one would have supposed that her cra- 
dle building was long over. It seemed as if she never 
would get that nest quite to her liking, so many trips 
after pussy willows and filmy cobwebs were necessary, 
and these she worked into place by turning gently 
around and around, careful not to disturb her eggs. 

Her housekeeping, her motherly solicitude, her hasty 
flights for honey sips were of constant interest, and 
when it was discovered that there were three other 
nests in camp, on low-swaying boughs, with other eggs 
and other mother birds. there was that undercurrent of 
excitement in our neighborhood which always attends 
the prospective appearance of the little stranger. 

Each day we peeDed in, in. neighborly fashion—but 
when our hostess was out—and one day we were re- 
* warded by finding, instead of the mites of white eggs. 
two plump, pulsing oblongs, looking as much like fat 
+ grubs as anything, and far from pretty. But no doubt 
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Mrs. Hummer thought them prodigiously beautiful, and 
watched eagerly for some sign of likeness to papa — 
who must have been rather a gay old bird, since he never 
once put in an appearance during our stay, and seemed 
to take no interest in the happy event. 

It was just before the babies arrived that our pho- | 

| tographer rigged up his camera on the kitchen table to 
take Mrs. Hummer. She watched the preparations | 


from her nest on the swinging brench with some obe- 
play of interest, but no alarm. When all was adjusted 
and everything ready for a time exposure, Mrs. Hum- 
mer, who had sat composedly for five minutes, during 
all the scaffold building, suddenly affected great coyness, 
quite as though she had “sat” before, and after balanc- 
ing herself tantalizingly in a beautiful pose on the edge 
of the nest, coquettishly plumed berself and flatly turned 
her back upon the whole proceeding. There she sat, 


herself evidently, and flew away for a nightcap of honey 
from the heart of a fluffy Matilija poppy, and came 
back to her first position. 

It was then the wily photographer, his camera within 
six inches of her nest, made the exposure which gave us 
a highly-prized photograph of our most intimate neigh- 
bor in Matilija. 

Many other of our familiar California birds were there 
also, waking up the silences of the hill-encompassed 
woods every morning before sunrise; twittering and 
chirping in the trees, hopping and scraping over the 
tops of our canvas tent roofs in a most distracting man- 
ner; linets, brown towhees, sparrows and orioles, but 
never a mocking bird, as far as we could see. These 
other birds would flutter déwn from their leafy thickets 
of bay and wild walnut in whirling coveys, for their 
morning dip, where the limpid brooks ripple between 
cress-fringed banks over sun-glinted stones. 

All through the Matilija are springs of mineral and 
sulphur water, as well as pure mountain rivulets. Out 
of the rocky side wall, through its méssy covering, will 
frequently trickle a blueish, milky stream of sulphur 
water. Its constant dripping wears a little basin, rock 
embedded, forming an ideal bathtub for a bird, and 
while most prefer the brook, there is now and then an 
up-to-date linnet or sparrow, who has doubtless recog- 
nized t widely-advertised benefits of sulphur bathing 
(too often emblazoned in bright red letters on massive 
bowlders or picturesque crags,) and hoping to restore 
his shattered nerves by a medicina! plunge, flops hero- 
ically into the milky way, and comes out, his feathers 
so redolently suggestive of other places than Paradise, 
that he is obliged, like the famous bird of Lord Dun- 


} dreary, temporarily to “flock alone.”

COLLECTING BUTTERFLIES. 


HOW TO CATCH AND PRESERYE THE INSECTS 


WITHOUT INJURING THEM, 
By a Special Contributor. 

Butterflies, because of their conspicuousness and 
beauty and their occurrence almost ¢verywhere, fur- 
nish an attractive and ready means for studying the 
many curious and providential ways in which nature 
provides for her creatures, 

Collecting butterflies is an interesting pursuit, and, 
besides, may become a profitable pastime. The most 
ordinary collections often sell for fair prices, while 
those that are more elaborate, especially if they follow 
out some scheme, as a collection to indicate sleeping or 
feeding habits, or representing the varying daily or 
seasonal peculiarities of the insects, will be very valu- 
able, often running up in the thousands of dollars. 

The apparatus necessary for collecting and arranging 
these winged beauties is the simplest, consisting of a 
few articles. The first thing is the means of capturing. 
Capturing is not done by hand, but by means of a net 
which can be made from a small hoop attached to the 
end of an old broom handle. The body of the net is 
made of mosquito netting and should be about two [feet 
deep if the hoop is a foot in diameter. With a little 
practice one can become skillful in handling the net 
and may catch butterflies rapidly and without in any 
way injuring their delicate wings. . 

In approaching the insect it is well to wait until it 
has alighted and to briug the net close to it as slowly 
as possible, and keep it near the ground and out of 
sight. When very close to the prey a sudden stroke 
followed by a quick backward movement will bag the 
butterfly and fold the net over so that it cannot escape. 
Never touch the wings with the fingers in removing the 
insect. Carefully insert the killing bottle and allow the 
butterfly to flutter into the bottle and the insertion of 
the cork will hold it a paisoner . 

The killing bottle should be a wide-mouthed bottle, 
into which the butterfly can pass without injury to the 
wings. In the bottom should be placed securely by 
means of shellac a small piece of cotton which is wet 
with benzine or common gasoline. The vapors from 
these substances produce an easy and painless stupor 
ending in death. Do not be hasty in removing the but- 
terfly after it has gone to sleep, because the fresh air 
often revives it. 

After the insects are captured and killed they are 
ready to be pinned and set. For pinning always use 
insect pins, which are much thinner than common pins, 
and will not rust. They cost five cents a hundred. 

A butterfly should be pinned through the middle of 
the throax, and in such a way that the body is at right 
angles to the pin. The threax is between the head 
and the point where the wings join the body. 

After the insect is properly pinned, it is ready for 
setting, and for this process a setting board is neces- 
sary. The setting board is a plain flat board with 
numbers of holes large enough to take the head of the 


pin. The insect is laid on the board back down, with 
the head of the pin in the hole. The wings are then 
spread and pinned down to the board im such a way as 
to show all that is possible of their surface. 

The fore wings should be pulled forward so far that 


the hind wings brought to such & position as to leave 
about the same gap next to the body as to the front 


wings. In pulling these wings forward a pin may be 


used. inserting it just behind the strong vein or rib, 


which is plain, and thus avoiding danger of tearing.
